Sir: 

As a Maryland race horse 
owner for more than 15 years, Fd 
like to offer a number of oppos¬ 
ing viewpoints to Mr. William 
Boniface’s letter in the October 
2000 issue of Mid-Atlantic Thor¬ 
oughbred. 1 have raced many 
horses, including allowance win¬ 
ners and a stakes-placed sprinter. 
Almost all of them I acquired 
via the claim box, and I do not 
share his recommendation to 
force an owner to run a new 
claim up the ladder. 


I agree that owning a race 
horse is “a risky business at 
best,” and that “fewer than 20 
percent of Thoroughbreds pro¬ 
duced in the U.S. prove to be 
worth $20,000 or more.” That 
being said, Mr. Boniface would 
like to further penalize the new 
claiming owner by having a 
horse run against better compe¬ 
tition for the next 30 days after 
he just ran a well-beaten sixth in 
a seven-horse field? That’s ridicu¬ 
lous. 

Bill also took a few shots in 
his letter at what he called the 
“so-called claiming trainers” 
essentially winning purse money 
away from the “[older] most 
knowledgeable trainers.” He also 
stated that there are “more four, 
five and six-horse fields than 
under the old claiming rule.” To 
these comments, I say more 
power to the new trainers, and 
what would the fields look like 
without Dale Capuano, Ferris 
Allen and Scott Lake all running 
between three and five horses on 
most every racing day? 


Besides racing horses I have 
worked for over 20 years in a 
senior management position for 
a major hotel company based in 
Maryland. 

All successful businesses 
must change with the times. To 
me, being around the Maryland 
racing scene for almost as long. 
I’m disappointed in the lack of 
change. There is an abundance 
of wealth today but very few of 
those people become race horse 
owners. Many of the “[older] 
most knowledgable trainers” are 
still in their same (older) barns, 
using their same (older) training 
methods, but with far fewer 
horses, and even fewer winning 
purses. 

Sadly, the (older) breeder/ 
owners like Oliver Goldsmith 
and Mrs. Adelaide Riggs are no 
longer here, however. 1 believe 
the people with wealth enjoy the 
beauty of the animals and the 
color of the sport. What’s lack¬ 
ing is ability to make any money 
or just break even owning race 
horses. A financially gifted pro¬ 


fessional today thinks in terms 
of opportunity cost. Which is to 
say, “I’ve got $75,000 to invest, 
so what’s my opportunity to 
increase that if I buy a horse, or 
shares in Microsoft?” 

Everybody wants a winner, 
that’s a given. We need an influx 
of new trainers, new training 
methods and perhaps a new cost 
structure to ^ow an owner to 
get a better return after taking all 
the risk. 

A few years ago, Benny 
Feliciano Jr. came on as a new 
young trainer and was a big star 
immediately. He’s a “[newer] 
claiming trainer” who worked 
hard, along with his wife, and 
had some new ideas of his own 
that won a lot of races. He got 
attention, and he got new claim¬ 
ing owners in the business. This 
year it’s Scott Lake. He gets a lot 
of press; his barn has beat a 
bunch of nice horses including 
my own (unfortunately). He has 
new ideas on horse training, and 
how to get horses into the win¬ 
ner’s circle. I’ve never seen any-

Sir: 

After reading William Boni¬ 
face's suggestion to go back to 
the horrible old claiming rule I 
had to respond with another 
point of view before anyone 
actually considered this dumb 
suggestion as valid. 

The object of this game is to 
run your horses where they have 
a chance to win. Sometimes, 
after making a bad claim it is 
necessary to run your horse for 
the same price or even less in 
order for it to stand a chance to 
win. Making a rule that requires 


one to run a horse over its head 
or pay for a full month's training 
before running your horse where 
it belongs is a huge barrier for a 
new owner to bear. It's bad 
enough that the state of Mary¬ 
land tacks sales tax onto the ini¬ 
tial claiming price even if the 
horse has been claimed multiple 
times before. 

We all know the solution to 
the cost of operating being 
greater than the purse money 
available is slot-enriched purses 
or sponsored races. Those out¬ 
fits that have been fortunate 
enough to win the big ones and 
syndicate their horses for huge 
sums may want to consider 
establishing a trust fund to spon¬ 
sor a race. This could be done 
with a wiU or even sooner for 
those who wish to enjoy their 
gift to the sport that gave them 
so much. The TRA (Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Associations) or 
some other racing-friendly insti¬ 
tution could set up a procedure 
to facilitate the process for any¬

a claiming horse and now have 
two choices (neither of which is 
good): 

1. Bring him back, run him 
over his head, but lose. (You 
won’t get him claimed.) 

2. Run him where he has a 
chance to win and quite possibly 
get him claimed. We all know 
this feeling of stupidity. You 
have sunk thousands of dollars 
into a cheap claimer and guess 
what: someone comes along. 


claims your horse, thanks you for 
all your time, effort and expense, 
and reaps the benefits of your 
stupidity for “doing the right 
thing for the horse.” 

So, after getting burned sev¬ 
eral times “doing the horse 
right,” we owners learn the right 
way to do it is to keep medicat¬ 
ing, tapping, blocking the horse 
and then hopefully when we 
have sucked every ounce of suc¬ 
cess out of the horse, sticking it 


to some unsuspecting new 
owner or trainer and getting our 
horse claimed. 

This scenario is played out 
over and over again every day at 
every track in the country, 
because as we all know, claiming 
races are the backbone of racing. 

But let’s look at a racing game 
without claiming races and see 
what might happen. One thing 
that will definitely happen within 
three to five years is full fields 


across the country at virtually 
every track. 

The reason is obvious: 
Horses will last longer—much 
longer—because most will now 
get better care. It doesn’t pay an 
owner or trainer to break down 
his own horse. It will pay them 
to take care of the horse by giv¬ 
ing it rest when needed because 
there is no claiming game and 
no one to “stick your horse on.” 
You might as well care for your 
horse properly because he’s still 
going to be yours after the race. 
Horses’ careers will be length¬ 
ened substantially. Owners are 
not going to allow their trainers 
to put the temporary patch-ups 
on horses (i.e. tapping and 
blocking) that get the horse 
through another race or two, but 
shorten the horse’s career. 
Everyone knows the irreparable 
damage that these two com¬ 
monplace practices do to the 
horse. 

The problems with the 
claiming game are much deeper 
than that. Consider:

1. The new owner in the 
sport. He has no idea about the 
claiming game, claims his first 
horse and gets “stuck” with the 
broken-down horse. How many 
more horses do you think he or 
she is going to buy? Say goodbye 
to another owner. (Tve personal¬ 
ly witnessed this scenario many 
times.) 

2. How about this scenario, 
which is repeated every day at 
every track? Handicappers scratch 
their heads and try to figure out 
whether the big favorite (drop¬ 
ping way down in class) is going 
to blow the field away (as he 


should on paper) or stumble 
around the track on three legs, 
pull up lame or limp across the 
line. 

Yeah, I know the bettors will 
be back—it’s part of the game. 
You’re right, the hard core bet¬ 
tors will be back. But how about 
the casual fan who just gets sick 
of this scenario? 1 enjoy betting 
horses, handicapping, etc., but I 
absolutely hate handicapping 
races with the big drop-down 
horses and wondering if they’ll 
make it to the finish line this one 
last time. 


3. How about this scenario 
that every owner of claiming 
horses knows. You take your 
young kids, or your friends or 
neighbors (new to the sport) to 
see your horse run. Your horse 
gets claimed. Try explaining 
claiming to your 8-year-old 
daughter who enjoys spending 
time visiting, feeding, grooming 
your horse(s). Try explaining to 
your friends that your horse was 
claimed. 

You see, most of us are not 
Bob Lewis, Will Parish or Ogden 
Phipps. Most of us small owners 
and breeders have some or all 


claimers in our stable. And guess 
what, many of us actually like 
horses. We would prefer to do 
the horse right. Our horses may 
not be Fusaichi Pegasus, but 
they are an immense source of 
pride to most of us even if they 
are worth only a few thousand 
dollars. We would prefer to treat 
the horse right and see him have 
a lengthy career. 

I myself have owned horses 
for 11 years and somehow sur¬ 
vived. 1 have been a racing fan 
for 30 years. Currently 1 own 
about 20 horses, only several of 
whom are worth more than 
$10,000. I have several brood¬ 
mares and several babies. 1 
would love, as I’m sure many 
small breeders would, to raise 
young horses, race them for 
their entire careers, and maintain 
them so they will be fit for a new 
career when their racing lives 
end. But 1 know that unless by 
some remote chance they are 
above claiming level, horses will 
pass through many hands and 
get used, abused and probably 
ruined much sooner than they 
should be. 

The bottom line is that elim¬ 
inating claiming races will: 1. 
Lengthen horses’ careers; 2. 
Create a larger pool of horses; 3. 
Make for fuller fields; 4. Make 
bettors happier; 5. Make most 
owners and trainers happier 
(creating new owners, buying 
more horses, etc.); 6. Create 
increased betting handles; 7. 
Create larger purses. 

You do not need claiming 
races—there are plenty of other 
ways to buy and sell horses. 

Instead, run a wide variety of 
allowance or non-claiming races 
based on varied criteria. Use a 
litde imagination. It doesn’t have 
to be the way it always was. Is 
there some racing official out 
there somewhere with enough 
guts and foresight to stand up 
and make it happen?

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COLONIAL DOWNS TO 
MAINTAIN $150,000 
PURSE STRUCTURE IN 
2001 


C olonial Downs and the Vir¬ 
ginia Racing Commission 
(VRC) have agreed to a 
2001 Thoroughbred racing 
schedule offering a minimum of 
32 live racing days and a daily 
purse distribution of at least 
$150,000. 

That move alleviates some of 
the fears raised among horse¬ 
men several months ago, when 
Colonial Downs management 
indicated that it might submit a 
request for 110 days of live 
Thoroughbred racing next year. 

The Virginia Racing Task 
Force, a coalition of groups rep¬ 
resenting various elements of 
the racing industry in the state, 
came up with the recommenda¬ 
tion for the 32-day, $150,000 
minimums. 

Colonial Downs then 
amended its request, bringing it 
in line with the task force’s pro¬ 
posal, and the Commission 
approved the concept at its 
November 15 meeting. 

Still to be determined is the 
time frame within which Colonial 
Downs’s 2001 meet will be run. 


Althea (Robin) Richards, 
president of the Virginia Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA), said, “It is 
probably a blessing the Com¬ 
mission did not award the actual 
dates.” 

That is because representa¬ 
tives of horsemen’s groups in 
Virginia and Maryland are 
attempting to design a racing cal¬ 
endar that will serve the best 
interests of horsemen in both 
states, including possibly a split 
meeting at Colonial Downs. 

“There are some very com¬ 
plex issues involved,” said 
Richards. “This gives us a 
reprieve to sit down at the table 
and try to find the best dates 
possible.” Key elements that 
must be considered include 
simulcasting schedules, the 
Maryland Million (and the 
preparation of horses for that 
event), and the availability of the 
turf course. 

The VRC was expected to 
award the dates at its December 
11 meeting. 


USDA WORKING 
TOWARD FEDERAL 
EVA RULES 


T he U.S. Department of 
Agriculture is working 
toward the dev^elopment of 
a federal program with regard to 
equine v^ral arteritis (EVA). 

Among the proposals under 
consideration are a voluntary 
control program that would 
include a testing procedure for 


stallions imported to this coun¬ 
try.

MORVEN DISPERSAL 
GROSSES $7.3 MILLION 


S ome of the most 
prized breeding 
stock in the Mid- 
Atlantic region went 
on the auction block 
on the first day of the 
Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber sale (November 
5), with the dispersal 
of John Kluge’s Mor- 
ven Stud. 

Consigned by 
Walnut Green, agent, 
the Morven horses— 
consisting of 18 
broodmares, 17 wean¬ 
lings and a 3-year-old filly sold 
as a racing prospect—brought 
a total of $7,386,000. 

By far the most expensive 
of the lot—at $1,350,000—^was 
the 9-year-old mare Electric 
Society (Ire), a multiple stakes- 
winning dai^ter of Law Society 
sold in foal to Deputy Minister. 
Electric Society inspired spirit¬ 
ed bidding, won out by Alex 
Scrope, acting as agent for 
Gerald Leigh’s Eydon Hall 
Stud in England. Her price 
topped the opening session of 
the mammoth 14-day sale. 

Morven’s top-selling wean¬ 
ling, who likewise outsold all 
other weanlings in the opening 
session, was a colt by A.P. Indy 
—^Windmill Point, by Storm 
Bird, sold on an $800,000 bid 
by Kentucky Properties LLC.

Morven accounted for four 
of the five highest weanling 
prices that day, also selling 
Electric Society’s 2000 Danzig 
colt for $425,000. 

“By and large, it was a good 
sale for the Morven horses,” 
said Walnut Green’s Russell 
Jones, who has managed Mor¬ 
ven’s horse interests for many 
years. 

“But unfortunately ‘disper¬ 
sal day’ at this year’s sale did 
not have the buzz that it’s had 
in years past. 

“Morven’s high-quality 
horses sold great, but the mid¬ 
dle ones did not get carried up 
to the levels they might have 
reached.” 

Kluge, 86, is liquidating his 
horse interests for estate plan¬ 
ning purposes. 


FASIG-TIPTON 
MIDUNTIC SALE WILL

T he Virginia Racing Com¬ 
mission has granted a limit¬ 
ed parimutuel license to 
John and Rhonda Holland’s Oak 
Ridge Racing Associates, which 
is seeking to operate a multi-pur¬ 
pose facility on a historic site 
approximately 30 miles south of 
Charlottesville. 

Oak Ridge Estate, as the

Mid-Atlantic 
tracks’ secession 
from NTRA 
could lead racing 
into Civil War 


A renaissance man before the 
^mterm was invented, colonial 
# Ijack-of-all-trades Ben Frank¬ 
lin might well have been, as a new 
biography proclaims him, “the 
first American.” 

Witty, wicked, charming, 
acerbic, principled and roguish, 
Franklin was a peripatetic genius 
who was scorned by those who 
disagreed with him but would be 
remembered with awe by those 
who toiled alongside him in the 
task of founding the American 
nation. 

Whether or not he should 
outrank Washington, Jefferson, 
Hamilton, Madison and other 


prominent founders is a matter 
of entertaining but unresolvable 
debate. Unquestionably, though, 
Franklin was the most quotable 
of those prominent early Amer¬ 
icans, leaving behind a path well 
strewn with pithy homilies, many 
found in his Poor Richard's 
Almanac, and succinct responses 
to the major issues of the day. 

Among his most telling— 
and prophetic—comments was 
one made shortly after the 
adjournment of the Constitu¬ 
tional Convention in 1787, at 
which he was a delegate. Back 
home in Philadelphia, Franklin 
was asked by an acquaintance. 


“Well, Doctor, what have we got, 
a republic or a monarchy?” 

Franklin replied, “A republic, 
if you can keep it.” 

Had, 10 score and 11 years 
later, Franklin been one of the 
founders of the National 
Thoroughbred Racing Associa¬ 
tion, he might well have had 
something similar to say. 

The republic Franklin had 
helped cobble together was, as 
he well understood, a structure 
built on compromises and con¬ 
tradictions. Its growth and stabil¬ 
ity would be at risk from both 
external forces (European 
nations with colonial ambitions) 
and internal disagreements over 
state sovereignty, taxation, cur¬ 
rency control, national military 
forces versus state militias, inter¬ 
state commerce and, most con¬ 
troversially, the ugly question of 
slavery. 

Franklin’s writings and utter¬ 
ances indicate that he, like many 
of his contemporaries, was more 
concerned about the new 
nation’s willingness to be united, 
to moderate its passion for indi¬ 
vidual independence and meld 
local interests with a larger 
national purpose. Could 
America stay America? 

Eventually, that premise 
would be tested on Civil War 
battlefields in the bloodiest war 
this country has ever fought. 
Franklin and his fellow travelers 
had genuine cause for concern, 
and the nation’s survival as a uni¬ 
fied entity became, three-quar¬ 
ters of a century later, a close 
call. 

The NTRA’s member groups 
do not have the slavery issue to 
contend with, but they have 
found much to disagree about, 
and it is evident that the hopeful 
coalition of 1998 is imploding, 
as various race tracks defect. 

NTRA chief Tim Smith does 
not resemble Abraham Lincoln, 
but he may well come to appre¬ 
ciate Lincoln’s dismay and dis¬ 
couragement as he tries to 
maneuver this industry ship 
through increasingly turbulent 
waters. 

The disaffection of the Mid- 
Atlantic tracks became evident 
not long after the NTRA was 
formed when it announced a 
partnership with Television 
Games Network (TVG) to pro¬ 


mote TVG’s version of televised 
racing and account wagering. 

The Pennsylvania tracks, pio¬ 
neers in account wagering, were 
unhappy with this alliance, feel¬ 
ing that they were contributing 
to an organization that was busy 
helping a fledgling competitor 
gain a foothold in the burgeon¬ 
ing account wagering market¬ 
place. 

Fair enough. Although a 
sound argument could be made 
that there is ample room for 
multiple operators in what is cer¬ 
tain to be racing’s future wager¬ 
ing market, the concerns of the 
Pennsylvania tracks could be 
accepted as the cold-nosed busi¬ 
ness views that support their 
rationale for leaving NTRA. 

For other tracks, the reasons 
for defecting are illusory. 

Solidarity with their Pennsyl¬ 
vania brethren? Not likely, given 
that track operators around the 
nation have groused privately for 
years about the Pennsylvania 
tracks “poaching” bettors in 
other tracks’ market areas. 

Hints may be found in the 
report of the so-called NTRA 
Independent Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, which was provided to 
the NTRA board of directors in 
mid-September. This commit¬ 
tee, formed at the request of the 
Mid-Atlantic tracks last winter, 
included representatives from 
tracks and other industry organ¬ 
izations or related groups. 

Several members of the 
committee disavowed its conclu¬ 
sions and recommendations, 
which clearly reflected the Mid- 
Atlantic tracks’ view of the 
shape of things. 

The report began with the 
admonition, “The NTRA should 
not be allowed to fail,” then pro¬ 
ceeded through 13 pages of 
comments and recommenda¬ 
tions that, at least to this observ¬ 
er, are a prescription for scrap¬ 
ping the NTRA. 

After describing in glowing 
terms the business model by 
which NASCAR supposedly 
functions, the report then takes 
the NTRA to task for failing to 
make specific the “rights and 
privileges” of its members, a 
recurring theme throughout the 
report. 

It suggests that the NTRA 
has tried to do too much too 
quickly, then offers a report card

The report also chides the 
NTRA for trying to become 
self-sufficient by competing in 
areas of business dominated by 
member tracks. 

In all, the report can be said 
to give NTRA a C- or D+ for its 
work thus far.

The crux of the report lies in 
the section that follows the criti¬ 
cal analysis of the NTRA, which 
deals with the development of a 
business model the report writ¬ 
ers feel is essential to the contin¬ 
uation of the organization. 
There is extensive praise for the 
NASCAR structure, which is 
said to be a “benevolent dicta¬ 
torship,” but the report writer’s 
concept would place the NTRA 
in a straitjacket. 

The report says the business 
model should clearly spell out: 

A. The rights and obligations 
of each NTRA member (i.e. 
scheduling of major races, rights 
to negotiate media or sponsor¬ 
ship contracts, etc.). 

B. Rights and privileges each 
NTRA member will enjoy (how 
rights fees and revenues will be 
shared). 

C. How each NTRA member 
can reasonably expect to be bet¬ 
ter off as a result of his/her/ 
its membership in the NTRA 
(how a rising tide will lift all 
boats). 

The business plan should 
also, according to the report, 
include provisions that the 
NTRA cannot talk to virtually 
anyone in the industry without 
its members’ knowledge and 
acquiescence, and that it should 
not be “an operating company,” 
engaging in “for-profit” activi¬ 
ties, nor should it be involved in 
efforts to find ways for NTRA 
members to more efficiently run 
their businesses. 

Huh? 

If a “league office’s” mission 
is not to find ways of improving 
its constiments’ business condi¬ 
tions, then why should it exist? 


Having common advertising 
themes, slogans and collateral 
materials is a logical approach to 
building a brand image for any 
product, including horse racing, 
but it is only the tip of the over¬ 
all marketing iceberg. 

Complicating the marketing 
mission is that the message is no 
longer clear. Just what is it that 
the NTRA is being asked to sell? 

The prevailing view, on the 
surface, is that the NTRA should 
be marketing horse racing as an 
experience, with the gambling 
aspect downplayed as a way to 
add a little excitement—and 
profitability—to a day at the 
races. It is doubtful, though, that 
most track executives believe 
there are enough resources avail¬ 
able to market horse racing into 
a growth sport. 

Their business, increasingly, 
is gambling, parimutuel or other¬ 
wise, and they are mostly inter¬ 
ested in protecting and embel¬ 
lishing the gaming franchise they 
have. 

The undertones of the Inde¬ 
pendent Advisory Committee 
report make clear that this is the 
case. 

The authors, and their sup¬ 
porters, are effectively saying: 
“NTRA, we think your mission 
should be confined to marketing 
our business nationally, even 
though we don’t know what it is 
we’re asking you to market. It’s 
your job to figure that out. Oh, 
by the way, we don’t think you’ve 
done a particularly good job so 
far and we expect better. 

“Additionally, we want you to 
tell us what it will cost to do the 
job we’ve appointed you to do, 
and we’ll determine if it’s worth 
the price. 
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“In the meantime, we expect 
you to stay out of any for-profit 
ventures, do nothing that will 
help any of us run our businesses 
better, and tell us every move 
you make. Stay away from 
account wagering, period. That’s 
our toy and you’re not allowed 
to touch it. And, on the technol¬ 
ogy front, explore all you’d Uke, 
but make no deals until we say 
so, and don’t wait by the phone. 

“We want you to lobby 
Washington, although we can’t 
agree on what you should try to 
accomplish. 

“Finally, the only people who 
get to vote are those who put up 
a lot of money because, well, 
that’s the way it should be. 
Those who have should get to 
keep.” 

What we have here is a 
report crafted by people who 
never really supported the 
NTRA concept, subscribing to 
the theory that the organization 
is a conspiracy in progress, 
whose outcome is intended to 
allow Churchill Downs, The 
Jockey Club, major Kentucky 
breeders and the large tracks in 
New York and California to 
eventually own the industry. 

They want the NTRA, if it is 
to exist at all, to be confined to a 
tight little glass cage, totally sub¬ 
ject to the whims of its race 
track members, who are certain 
to keep it on a short leash. In 
other words, let’s make the 
NTRA just another trade associ¬ 
ation. 

In fact, this report, with all its 
amorphous chatter about busi¬ 
ness plans and sticking to nar¬ 
row objectives, is really a sunset 
program for the NTRA. Its pro¬ 
ponents will use it as cover for 
their desire to abandon the 
NTRA, and hope their depar¬ 
ture will sound its death knell. 

Are we witnessing the start 
of racing’s Civil War, a brutal 
and destructive period that will 
damage the sport for genera¬ 
tions to come? 

If the dissident tracks are 
sincere in their statements about 
wanting to see the NTRA sur¬ 
vive and move ahead, they will 
fight their battles from the 
inside, rather than as secession¬ 
ists. 

Inexplicably, they seem to 
prefer war, and the casualties be 
damned. #

W hen this game is good, it 
is very good indeed, and 
Maryland Million 2000 
was one of those “good game” 
days. 

First, there was the weather, 
arrangements courtesy of 
Joseph B. Kelly, writer/publi¬ 
cist/racing ambassador extraor¬ 
dinaire. Kelly, whose involve¬ 
ment with Maryland racing dates 
approximately to colonial times, 
annually takes responsibility for 
Preakness and Maryland Million 
weather, working deals with the 
Little Sisters of the Poor in 
Baltimore that involve exchanges 
of trinkets (caps, T-shirts, et al.) 
in return for, well, you know, 
divine intervention. 

This time—October 21,2000 
—Kelly and the Little Sisters 
knocked ’em dead. They deliv¬ 
ered a day that, by October or 
any other standards, was spectac¬ 
ular—cloudless, Carolina-blue 
sky, temperatures in the 70s. 

Then, there were the fields. 
A total of 113 horses lined up to 
face the starter, an average of 
just over ten per race, with a pot¬ 
pourri of short-priced favorites, 
longshots and everything in 
between. 

Finally, there was the crowd. 
More than 18,000 (18,102 to be 
precise) were at Laurel, along 
with thousands more at the 
state’s inter-track and off-track 
sites. Those at Laurel enjoyed 
outdoor activities—trick riding 
exhibitions. Jack Russell terrier 
races, live music, caricature 
artists, face painters and, yes, 
horse racing—that blended with 
the wonderful weather to keep 
most of them outdoors all after- 


AU of this may have been a 
bad thing for wagering, since 
handle declined from last year’s 
record $6.12 million to $5.2 mil¬ 
lion, still the third best in 15 run¬ 
nings of the Maryland Million. 

The races were competitive 
(five races were decided by a 
half-length or less, including 
three by a head) and the sur¬ 
rounding festivities were enough 
to give “Maryland’s day at the 
races” patrons ample entertain¬ 
ment, especially the swarms of 
kids (yeah, kids at a race track) 
on the apron. 

Several days of sparkling 
weather meant a fast main track 
and firm turf course, assuring 
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She’s No Ten sets the pace in the Ladies, while the winner, lukewarm favorite Caveat’s Shot (third from left), bides her time near the rear of the field.

good footing and minimal 
excuses. 

New stars were also in evi¬ 
dence, both equine and human, 
not the least of whom was jock¬ 
ey Ramon Dominguez, agent 
Steve Rushing’s latest hot shot. 
Dominguez won three races, 
was second once and third twice, 
to bring home a lot of bacon. 

While no trainer won more 
than one race, three women 
trainers—Kathy Dibben, Robin 
Graham and Mary Welby 
McGill—took home Maryland 
Million crystal (see sidebar). 

Among Maryland Million’s 
primary missions, as a state-sired 


championship day, is promotion 
of the state’s stallions, and 2000 
became “The Year of Allen’s 
Prospect” when the 18-year-old 
son of Mr. Prospector, perenni¬ 
ally a leader locally and national¬ 
ly, had four winners, boosting 
him to first on the lifetime list of 
Maryland Million sires with a 
grand total of 12 wins. Rumor 
has it that Country Life Farm, 
home to Allen, is having to add 
a wing to the stallion barn to 
hold all the Waterford bowls he 
has earned for Maryland Million 
progeny successes. 

Following is a summary of 
the Maryland Million race card, 
in chronological order: 


A field of five started in the 
jump race, three of them 
essentially spectators as 
Aggro Crag, a tough 8-year-old 
veteran and winner of the 1998 
Maryland Million Steeplechase, 
took command early. 

The son of Caveat, a slight 
favorite at 1.20-1, held a half- 
length early lead over second- 
choice Shamrock Isle, a compar¬ 
ative baby at age 5. The latter is 
a son of Allen’s Prospect, not 
noted as a steeplechase sire, but 


is out of a mare by the long- 
winded Irish-bred turf star 
Erins Isle. 

A solid allowance horse on 
turf, the Jack Fisher-trained 
Shamrock Isle was making only 
his second start over fences, but 
you’d have thought he had been 
doing this forever. Jumping 
smoothly for rider Sean Clancy, 
he crouched behind Aggro Crag 
until they turned for home the 
last time in the two and an 
eighth-mile event, then out- 
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sprinted the latter to the wire by 
two and three-quarter lengths. 

Wearing the blue and green 
silks of Edith (Mrs. E Eugene) 
Dixon, he set a course record of 
4:03% for the seldom-run dis¬ 
tance while remaining unbeaten 
as a steeplechaser. He has the 
athleticism and pace to be heard 
from in his new environment.

A lways a wonderfully com¬ 
petitive race, the Distaff 
Starter drew 14 entries and 
might have been the toughest 
race of the day to handicap. 

Cut In was a lukewarm 
favorite and she held a narrow 
early lead, but had Londonderry, 
Flying Valey and Annie McGee 
in hot pursuit. At the head of the 
stretch, Londonderry and Annie 
McGee were embatded at the 
front, with Cut In still hanging 
around and Covert taking up pur¬ 
suit. 

Jockey Elaina Sheridan, wear¬ 
ing borrowed pants and helmet, 
would eventually shove Annie 
McGee into the lead, which she 
held by a neck at the wire over 
Covert with Londonderry hold¬ 
ing on for third. The winner 
paid a whopping $71, and the 
first two combined for an 
$1,110.60 exacta. 

Fittingly, the Distaff Starter 
heroine was bred in Maryland by 
her trainer, Kathy Dibben, and 
ridden by a female jockey aboard 
her first Maryland Million winner.

R ichest race on the Maryland 
Million program, the 
Classic is almost always the 
event’s toughest test of class and 
stamina. 

The 2000 Classic’s ten-horse 
field was an interesting mix of 
veteran stakes performers, such 
as last year’s winner Perfect to a 
Tee, and intriguing 3-year-olds, 
like Virginia Derby winner 
Lightning Paces and the Robert 
Meyerhoff-owned, Bud Delp- 
trained Concerned Minister. 

Tucked quietly away in the 
group was New Jersey-based 
Testing, a 7-year-old by ’83 
Preakness winner Deputed 
Testamony who was claimed for 
$50,000 at Aqueduct in March 
by trainer Peter Fortay for owner 
Dennis Drazin. 

Testing, though, was no 
stranger to the Classic, having 
finished third in 1997 and ’98 
and sixth last year. He had done 
nothing to disgrace himself 
since last year’s Classic, winning 
three times and finishing second 
three times, all in allowance or 
high-priced claiming races. 

A resolute sort out of two- 
time Maryland broodmare of 


the year Northern Sting, he was 
sent off as the 6.70-1 fifth 
choice, and undoubtedly was a 
part of numerous exactas. 

Jockey Jose Velez Jr., know¬ 
ing his horse was coming off a 
long layoff and hoping for a 
strong pace to help set up his 
one big run, was a study in 
patience. He let Lightning 
Paces, B Flat Major, A1 Zaaeem 
and the favored Concerned 
Minister rock through a :23V^ 
opening quarter, :46y5 half, and 
1:10% six furlongs. 

Set alight on the far turn. 
Testing was stalking new leader 
Watchman’s Warning at the head 
of the stretch, then put him 
away readily to win by three 
lengths in a stakes and track- 
record time of 1:54% for a mile 
and three-sixteenths. 

The fourth time turned out 
to be a charm for Testing, whose 
career earnings now top the 
$500,000 mark. 

Finally, Deputed Testamony 
recorded his tenth Maryland 
Million winner, tying him with 
Caveat behind Allen’s Prospect 
on the Maryland Million sires’ 
honor roll.

T he Breeders’ Cup’s place as 
Thoroughbred racing’s ver¬ 
sion of the Olympics is well 
established and well earned. 


Virtually every race carries 
championship overtones, next 
year’s Triple Crown trail is pre¬ 
viewed, and stallion opportuni¬ 
ties are enhanced or undone. 

The event has, for the racing 
fan, become the day that matters 
most, and unlike the Triple 
Crown races, which are places to 
see, be seen, or party hearty, 
those in attendance are there to 
see most of the world’s best 
Thoroughbreds in competition. 
It is strictly gourmet fare. 

The 17th edition of the 
Breeders* Cup—run November 
4, 2000, at Churchill Downs— 
offered nothing different, but 
like its predecessors, will be

remembered the way it should 
be, for spectacular racing. 

Breeders’ Cup day is, for 
everyone present, an exhilarat¬ 
ing but exhausting day, perhaps 
because the energy level is so 
high for so long. At the outset of 
the event in 1984, many racing 
veterans feared that four hours 
or more of racing would drag, 
especially for NBC’s television 
audience. 

Instead, the afternoon goes 
by with astonishing rapidity, 
largely because each race has its 
own high level of intensity. Just 
as you absorb the results of one 
race, the horses are warming up 
for the next. 

This year’s Breeders’ Cup 
attracted 76,043 (including the 
Sports Spectrum), second only 
to the 80,452 in attendance at 
the 1998 Breeders’ Cup, also at 


Churchill. In fact, the four largest 
crowds in Breeders’ Cup history 
have occurred at Churchill 
Downs, proving that Kentucky 
leads the nation in per capita fan 
interest. 

For the record, wagering 
from aU sources was a record 
$108,598,136, an $8.5-million 
increase over last year’s record. 

The weather, always an 
adventure in November north of 
the Sun Belt, routinely made liars 
of the local forecasters. Predic¬ 
tions of clearing, cooler weather 
on the Friday before Breeders’ 
Cup day, and the day itself, were 
accurate only insofar as the cool 
part was concerned. The sun 
was an elusive creature, visible 
only at a glance, and autumn chill 
was the order of the day. 

The action on the track, 
though, was anything but cool. 


Churchill’s clay-based main track 
can be a tricky surface, which 
often conveys an advantage to 
home teamers. Additionally, track 
superintendent Butch Lehr, with 
an eye on possible rain showers 
on Friday or early Saturday, had 
the surface “sealed,” assuring 
unusually fast conditions. 

Just how fast would become 
evident when last year’s champi¬ 
on juvenile filly, Chilukki, edged 
Chilean import Reciclada in the 
Grade 2 Churchill Downs 
Distaff Handicap, the first race 
on the Breeders’ Cup card. She 
dashed home in 1:33%, a new 
track record for a dirt mile at 
Churchill. The message was 
clear: Plodders, stay in the barn. 

It got better, and here’s a 
summary, race by race, of how it 
happened:

Surfside’s trainer Wayne 
Lukas, leading Breeders’ Cup 
race winner, talked confidently 
about her chances but said little 
about his other entrant, Spain. 
The crowd, like Lukas, gave 
Spain short shrift, sending her 
off at 55.90-1. 

In the day’s first stunner, the 
race belonged to the Lukas fil¬ 
lies, and the wrong one, at that. 
Surfside went quickly to the 
front with Beautiful Pleasure, 
then Spain, following her strong 
but not lethal pace. 

After six furlongs in 1:10%, 
Surfside was ahead of Spain by a 
length, but the Thunder Gulch 
filly was stronger in the stretch, 
beating Surfside by one and a 
half lengths, with a resolute 
Heritage of Gold third. 

Riboletta, usuaUy on or near 
the lead, was wide most of the 
trip and the big Brazilian-bred 
never got in gear, finishing sev¬ 
enth, just behind Beautiful 
Pleasure. Riboletta is still a likely 
Eclipse Award winner, but the 
3-year-old filly tide picture is 
muddled as Josde finished a dis- 
appoindng and unexplained last. 

Spain paid $113.80 for a $2 
win dcket, second-highest pay¬ 
off in Breeders’ Cup history, 
and her owner Prince Ahmed 
Salman said it best after the race: 
“I thought Riboletta would win. 
We would be dckled to death to 
be third. Now I’m not sure 
whether I’m really happy or 
spaced out.” 

For Lukas, this was BC win 
number 16; for jockey Victor 
Espinoza, number one.

T welve 2-year-old girls lined 
up for the Juvenile Fillies, 
with the unbeaten Raging 
Fever a surprisingly lukewarm 
favorite. 


Also unbeaten among this 
evenly matched group were 
Laurel Park-based Xtra Heat and 
the race’s human interest special. 
She’s a Devil Due, owned by two 
Kentucky guys who literally 
mortgaged their homes to bor¬ 
row the money to buy her. She 
had already won back her pur¬ 
chase price ($30,000) by earning 
$358,520, but for owners Brian 
Griggs and Mike Goetz, employ¬ 
ees at Kentucky’s Toyota plant. 
Breeders’ Cup day was the ulti¬ 
mate impossible dream. 


The Lukas-trained Cash Deal 
went to one knee (and her nose) 
at the start, but everyone else 
was away okay, with the tiny 
Thunder Bertie and Nasty 
Storm setting good fractions, 
followed by the favorite. 

Notable Career, a Cal-bred 
trained by Bob Baffert, got to 
the lead in early stretch but long- 
shot Caressing and medium shot 
Platinum Tiara were in hot pur¬ 
suit. 

Caressing, trained at Churchill 
by David Vance, would prove 
the stronger of the two, and, at 
47-1, made her few backers 
deliriously happy. 

Her owner, major Churchill 
shareholder Carl Pollard, was 
also pretty pleased, saying, “I’m 
just thrilled. She’ll go home now 
and we’ll give her 60 to 90 days 
off.” Caressing has won three of 
five starts, and possibly a year- 
end championship.

T he Mile is usually a hummer, 
often featuring pulse-stop¬ 
ping finishes. One would 
expect this turf race to be dom¬ 
inated by foreign horses, since 
the flat mile is a staple in Euro¬ 
pean competition. However, 
runners based in Europe, while 
certainly holding their own, had 
won exacdy half of the 16 pre¬ 
vious BC Miles. 

Most intriguing of the 14 
entrants in the 2000 Mile was 
not a Euro horse, but a nearly 
forgotten 3-year-old who was 
considered a strong classic con¬ 
tender in the spring. 

In fact. War Chant, a Danzig 
colt trained by Neil Drysdale, 
was regarded by a few West 
Coast observers as possibly bet¬ 
ter than barnmate Fusaichi 
Pegasus, a notion that vanished 
when the latter won the 
Kentucky Derby while War 
Chant was a well-beaten ninth. 
War Chant came back with a 
sore shoulder, which turned out 
to be a hairline fracture. 

Rested ’til fall and trained for 
a turf debut, he returned sensa¬ 
tionally, winning the Oak Tree 
Breeders’ Cup Mile Stakes-G2 in 
mid-October in fast time. 

War Chant broke phlegmati¬ 
cally in the Mile and was 12th 
down the backside behind mod¬ 
est fractions set by longshot 
North East Bound, Affirmed 
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Success and Muhtathir (GB). 
He was making progress by the 
final turn under the newly unre¬ 
tired Gary Stevens, who rode 
the winners of the day’s first two 
(non-Breeders’ Cup) races, then 
hit the after-burner in mid¬ 
stretch to touch off the sturdy 
North East Bound by a neck, 
the latter holding off fast-clos¬ 
ing European Dansili (GB) by a 
nose, with Affirmed Success 
another nose back in fourth. 
War Chant whistled his last 
eighth in 11 seconds or a bit less 
en route to a 1:34% clocking. 

War Chant is out of 1993 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff winner 
Hollywood Wildcat and gave 
owners Irv and Marjorie Cowan, 
owners and breeders of the dam 
and her famous son, a special 
thrill. 

“I’m still breathless,” said Irv 
Cowan. “I can’t believe he can 
accelerate that way.” Cowan 
said War Chant would race next 
year, “either turf or dirt.” But 
subsequently it was announced 
that the horse will enter stud in 
2001 at Three Chimneys Farm 
in Kentucky. 

War Chant was Stevens’s 
eighth Breeders’ Cup winner, 
Drysdale’s sixth, the Cowans’ 
second and Danzig’s fourth win¬ 
ner (fifth win). 


effort to get home by a half- 
length from the fast-charging 
Honest Lady, with Bet On 
Sunshine third and the gritty 
Caller One fourth. Five furlongs 
was reached in rSSVs, six in 
1:07%, a new track and 
Breeders’ Cup record. Whew. 

For jockey Alex Solis, loser 
of 31 Breeders’ Cup races in 31 
starts, the Sprint was his “I’ve 
got the monkey off my back” 
race. 

For Kona Gold, the race was 
the greatest milestone of a won¬ 
derful sprint career. By Java 
Gold out of a Slew o’ Gold 
mare, Kona Gold has a pedigree 
that spells stamina except for 
third and fourth dams Clear 
Ceiling and Grey Flight, respec¬ 
tively. But speed he is, having 
been worse than third only once 
in 17 career starts (all sprints). 

Trainer and part-owner 
Bruce Headley said Kona Gold 
was finally able to win the Sprint 
because “he’s a more seasoned 
horse than he was in ’98 and 
’99.” Obviously a faster one, 
too. 

Kona Gold, unraced until 4 
after a minor injury at 3, is Likely 
to be around for a while longer. 
At the next Eclipse Awards din¬ 
ner, he wiU be a featured per¬ 
former.

second choice here, would

Perfect Sting finished the 
mile and three-eighths journey 
in 2:13, equaling the mile and 
three-eighth course record and 
setting a new stakes record. 
Owner Frank Stronach said,

T his race, on paper, appeared 
to have an extraordinary 
number of potentially supe¬ 
rior youngsters. 

Quality pedigrees and 
intriguing past performances 
abounded, with favoritism 
going, by a narrow margin, to 
the much-touted A.P. Indy colt 
A P Valentine, whose stallion 
rights were recendy purchased 
by Michael Tabor and the 
Coolmore gang for a reported 
SI5 million. 

The California-based juve¬ 
niles Flame Thrower (unbeaten 
in four starts), Arabian Light, 
Street Cry (Ire) and Point Given 
gave the left coast an unusually 
strong hand, and there was 
much to like about the Holy Bull 
colt Macho Uno and Maryland- 
based Burning Roma, winner of 
the Grade 1 Futurity at Belmont. 

Four-time graded stakes win¬ 
ner City Zip zipped (of course) 
to the early lead, but Arabian 
Light passed him on the first 
turn, with Flame Thrower just 
behind and Yonaguska nearby. 

Macho Uno was lurking, 
though, and Jerry Bailey nudged 
him to the front in midstretch, 
then earned his money by keep¬ 
ing the inexperienced colt from 
loafing. They had their anxious 
moments as Macho Uno wan¬ 
dered around the race track, 
then barely held off the massive 
Point Given, with Street Cry and 
Burning Roma rallying from far 
back for third and fourth, 
respectively. The time for a mile 
and a sixteenth was 1:42 (just 
two-fifths off the track record). 

Thus it was that owner 
Stronach, jockey Bailey and 


trainer Joe Orseno got their sec¬ 
ond straight BC day win. 

Orseno said, “He (Macho 
Uno)’s full of ability, but he still 
has a lot to learn. Danny Vella 
will take him to the farm and 
work with him. Hopefully, he’ll 
have it right by May. You didn’t 
see the best Macho Uno today.” 

Stronach, never uncertain, 
said, “Macho Uno means num¬ 
ber one man. He’s now the 
number one man among the 2- 
year-old colts.”

T he class of the mile and a 
half Turf, based on career 
retrospectives, was French- 
trained Montjeu (Ire), the 
world’s best turf horse in 1999. 

The handsome son of Sad¬ 
ler’s Wells looked like Europe’s 
best this year, too, until the Prix 
de I’Arc de Triomphe-Gl, when 
he was a well-beaten fourth 
behind winner Sinndar, then 
could only finish second to Kal- 
anisi (Ire) in the Dubai Champ¬ 
ion Stakes-Gl two weeks later. 

There were suspicions he 
was past his best, but he was still 
favored over Kalanisi and a vari¬ 
ety of solid North Americans 
like John’s Call, Manndar (Ire), 
and recently transplanted Ciro, 
and other Europeans such as 
Fantastic Light, Fruits of Love 
and Mutamam (GB). 

The Turf has often turned 
into a ten-furlong gallop fol¬ 
lowed by a two-furlong sprint, 
because no one wants to try to 
go wire-to-wire around three 
turns. 

The 2000 Turf was typical, 
with Aly’s Alley, then Mutamam, 
setting tepid fractions while the 
9-year-old John’s Call, trained in 
Maryland by Tom Voss, lingered 
close by. 

Quiet Resolve pounced on 
the last turn and was able to 
draw clear, but Kalanisi was in 
full flight and he was flying. 

In another blanket finish, he 
simply had more punch than his 
antagonists, getting the job done 
in 2:26%, with Quiet Resolve 
second, John’s Call third, 
Mutamam fourth and Fantastic 
Light a troubled fifth. Montjeu, 
never well positioned, was sev¬ 
enth. The winner ran his final 
quarter in 22 seconds and 
change. 

Trainer Sir Michael Stoute 
called Kalanisi “a very tough 
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horse with tremendous accelera¬ 
tion,” also saying he was confi¬ 
dent the 4-year-old could handle 
the trip although he had never 
before run further than a mile 
and five-sixteenths. 

His owner, the Aga Khan, 
has had a wonderful year, adding 
further honors to what is now a 
35-year success story. Jockey 
John Murtagh has shared promi¬ 
nently in that success, having 
ridden Sinndar to English and 
Irish Derby wins, plus the Arc 
victory, as well as accounting for 
Kalanisi’s Dubai Champion and 
Breeders’ Cup Turf scores. 

Asked to compare Sinndar 
and Kalanisi, Murtagh hesitated. 
Stoute quipped, “He’s lucky he’s 
ridden both of them.” 

Everyone laughed and Mur¬ 
tagh said, “That’s the answer.” 

In the Turf, Murtagh and 
Kalanisi had all the answers.

^ Giant’s Causeway. Winner 
of five straight Group Is, 
Europe’s top middle distance 
star; supposedly heading for stud 
with a six-figure fee attached. 

On paper, these were the 
best of the best. Each, though, 
came to the Classic with some¬ 
thing to prove. Fu-Peg nursed a 
bad foot all summer after his 
Preakness loss, came back to 
win the Jerome Handicap-G2 
impressively, then missed the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl with 
another foot injury, ^buld the 
real Fu-Peg show up, and who is 
the real Fu-Peg? 

Lemon Drop Kid won four 
consecutive major stakes, then 
was bumped at the start of the 
Gold Cup and never got in the 
race. Was the lemon squeezed 
dry? 


Giant’s Causeway had earned 
the adulation of European race¬ 
goers with a string of gut-grind¬ 
ing wins, but tripped over 
Observatory in the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth 11 Stakes-Gl and had never 
run on dirt. Additionally, he was 
parked in post position 13. 

Three-year-old giant killer 
Albert the Great took control of 
the pace and led Super Derby- 
G1 winner Tiznow all the way 
down the backstretch and 
through the final turn. Fu-Peg 
and Lemon Drop Kid were in 
the middle of the pack but giv¬ 
ing no signs of going anywhere. 

Giant’s Causeway, on cruise 
control early, made earnest 
headway on the last turn and 
suddenly was in contention, 
chasing Tiznow and Albert the 
Great. Albert gradually weak¬ 
ened and now it was down to 
Tiznow and Giant’s Causeway. 

For a few seconds Giant’s 
Causeway seemed to be going 
slightly better, but Tiznow, a 
brother to the grand gelding 
Budroyale, would have none of 
it. He fired back and won by a 
short neck in 2:00%, becoming 
the first Cal-bred to win a 
Breeders’ Cup race. He picked a 
good spot. 

Captain Steve would nip 
Albert the Great to be a non¬ 
threatening third, with Lemon 
Drop fifth and Fu-Peg sixth. 
Three-year-olds filled five of the 
first six places. 

The mighty had fallen, per¬ 
haps stud fees also. Giant’s 
Causeway, at least, acquitted 
himself well, and made Tiznow 
earn his place as a worthy win¬ 
ner of the Classic. 

By Fu-Peg or Lemon Drop 
Kid standards, Tiznow is mod¬ 
erately bred, but he is all race 
horse. 

Injured as a juvenile last fall, 
he did not get to the races until 
April 22. He was sixth in his 
debut, but has never been worse 
than second since, winning five 
of his last seven, four of them 
graded stakes. 

Co-owner Michael Cooper, 
trainer Jay Robbins and jockey 
Chris McCarron, winning his 
fourth BC Classic and eighth BC 
race overall, stressed repeatedly 
Tiznow’s toughness, Robbins 
saying, “He’s a real competitor; 
he loves the game.” 

Tiznow will never acquire 
glamor status, or command the 
big stud fee, but he capped a 
splendid day of racing by 
reminding us that reputations 
are left at the starting gate and 
earned at the finish line. *

Breeders’ Cup 
Steeplechase 
delivers on its 
lofty promise 


T he middle of the fall National 
Steeplechase Associadon 
season always flies past 
faster than a runaway pacesetter. 
October 1 arrives slowly, then in 
a blink it’s November and the 
season is racing toward its con¬ 
clusion. 

Autumn 2000 zipped to fast 
forward even more quickly 
thanks to the renewal of the 
Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase. 

Shelved since 1993, the 
Breeders’ Cup returned as a 
Grade 1 stakes worth $250,000 
at the Far Hills Races in New 
Jersey on October 28. 

With television coverage on 
ESPN, a huge throng on hand 
and a quality field of champion¬ 
ship contenders, the race deliv¬ 
ered on its promise to restore a 


major event to the sport—even 
if the winner was a mild surprise. 

Calvin Houghland’s All 
Gong (GB) caught most of the 
experts looking the other way 
with a powerful score in the two 
and five-eighth-mile stakes. 
Trained by Bruce Miller and rid¬ 
den by his daughter Blythe, the 
English import jumped to the 
front of a nine-horse field with 
four fences remaining and sim¬ 
ply refused to be passed. The 
others had their chances, but one 
by one yielded to the pressure. 

Popular Gigalo, trained and 
ridden by yet another Miller 
(Chip), rallied for second but 
was no match to the winner, 
who won by three and a quarter 
lengths in the course record time 
of 4:53y5. 


All Gong (GB) and Blythe Miller jumped to the front with four fences to go and held off all challengers to post a powerful score in the renewed Breeders’ Cup 
Steeplechase-NSAI, which took place October 28 at Far Hills in New Jersey. Discontinued after its 1993 running, the BC Steeplechase came back to great acclaim. 
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Key to the victory was a 
quick trip down the backstretch 
the final time. 

“On the backside the last 
time, 1 didn’t want to go to the 
lead. I wanted to let them go by 
me and follow them,” said 
Blythe of a gang of horses mov¬ 
ing into stalking positions. “But 
then I thought maybe I shouldn’t 
get behind that many horses. I 
didn’t want to discourage my 
horse so I decided to pull out 
and let them push me along. 
They pushed me down the back¬ 
side and I stayed in front with¬ 
out ever asking him.” 

All Gong, a 6-year-old son of 
Kris, carried loads of potential 
into the race but was overlooked 
due to a lousy prep race three 
weeks earlier, a one-for-five U.S. 
record and the depth of a talent¬ 
ed group. Even with the late 
scratches of Flat Top and Invest 
West (injuries), the Breeders’ 
Cup featured Grade 1 winners 
Campanile, Ninepins (GB), 
Popular Gigalo, Master McGrath 
and Rowdy Irishman plus 
upstarts Spring Salute, Allgrit 
and Double Leaf (GB). 

After the win, AH Gong’s vic¬ 
tory made perfect sense, consid¬ 
ering: 

• He is bred to be a star. His 
dam Bonne He (GB) won 
$500,000 on the flat including 
among her victories the Grade 1 
Yellow Ribbon Stakes. 

• He is trained by a master. 
Miller has won eight Grade 1 
races in the last three seasons. 

• He is improving. All Gong 
came to the U.S. in 1999 with an 
attitude, which slowly gave way 
to talent. 

“He’s had all kinds of poten¬ 
tial, but his jumping and Blythe 
being able to place him where 
she wanted has not worked out 
the best,” said the trainer. “He’s 
a very agile, quick horse who has 
learned to relax.” 

All Gong earned $137,500 in 
the richest race of the year, help¬ 
ing the 83-year-old Houghland 
enjoy the biggest victory of his 
long association with steeple¬ 
chasing. The Tennessee resident 
rode in the first Iroquois 
Steeplechase (1941), won the 
third and had turned to Miller in 
hopes of winning the home¬ 
town race again. 

All Gong won the Grade 1 
Atianta Cup in April, and was 
second to Pinkie Swear in the 


Iroquois in May, but Houghland 
has learned to laugh at his good 
fortune. 

“I still haven’t won the Iro¬ 
quois, but we were close and this 
is pretty nice,” said Houghland. 
“I thought Blythe rode one of 
the headiest races I’ve ever seen 
and I’ve seen a lot of them.” 

Highlighted by the Breeders’ 
Cup, the six-race Far Hills card 
took its place as the year’s richest 
day of steeplechasing with 
$450,000 in total purses. 

Bruce Miller added two other 
wins to his banner day, taking a 
$75,000 Sport of Kings novice 
with YeUowroad (Blythe Miller) 
and winning a $30,000 optional 
claimer with Turkish Corner 
(Tvlatt McCarron). Both horses 
are owned and bred by Kay 
Jeffords. 

YeUowroad squared off with 
Steeplechase Triple Crown rival 
Pompeyo (Chi) in the Fox- 
brook-NSA2, and prevailed with 
an emphatic two and a quarter- 
length victory. Pompeyo, who 
captured the first two legs of the 
spring novice series, matched 
strides with YeUowroad, who 
won the third, on the final turn 
but gave way in the stretch. 

“Blythe said Gus (Brown) 
came to her on the turn and 
seemed like he had tons of 
horse,” said Bruce Miller. 
“YeUowroad just took a hold of 
the bit and wouldn’t let him get 
by. He’s a great trier, and never 
gives up.” 

YeUowroad, a 5-year-old son 
of Badger Land, improved to 
five-for-seven and $161,550 
over hurdles since making his 
debut last faU. 

Supposedly a better prospect 
than his year-older stablemate 
last faU, Turkish Corner hadn’t 
Uved up to his biUing in 2000. 
The son of Turkoman and 
Lonesome Glory’s half-sister 
Good Wishes won a spring 
novice stakes, but faltered in two 
Triple Crown starts and in a 
Saratoga aUowance. 

“I’ve always Uked him more 
than YeUowroad, but he just 
never could get his act togeth¬ 
er,” said Bruce Miller. “He’s very 
immature, and stiU wants to look 
around and do funny things.” 

Maybe not. Taking advantage 
of a change in the conditions 
(from starter handicap to option¬ 
al claimer), Turkish Corner ral- 
Ued late in the stretch to win the

Ironfist’s superb performance, with Roger Morgan up, in the New Jersey Hunt 
Cup kept him undefeated in four 2000 starts and clinched the NSA timber title. 
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$30,000 Appleton by a length 
and a half over Iron County 
Xmas. The 4-year-old dropped 
deep in the field early, but saved 
plenty of energy for the finish. 

“What a cool horse, and a 
great pick-up ride,” said McCar- 
ron, aboard to give Blythe Miller 
a breather before the Breeders’ 
Cup. “You could make a career 
out of picking those kind up.” 

As dominant as All Gong 
was in the Breeders’ Cup, the 
top Far Hills performance may 
have belonged to Ironfist. The 
chestnut streak of a timber 
horse led at every step of the 
three and a half-mile New Jersey 
Hunt Cup and won by a length 
for trainer Tom Voss and jockey 
Roger Horgan. 

Undefeated in four 2000 
starts, Ironfist clinched the NSA 
timber championship with 
$70,500 in earnings. 

Like All Gong, Ironfist sim¬ 
ply turned away challenges late 
in the race. 

“When he needed two fences 
—the last two—they were 
there,” said Horgan. 

“I came into the last and said 
20 strides out ‘whoever jumps 
this best wins.’ It seemed like my 
horse realized it too, because he 
jumped it as well as he jumped a 
fence all day.” 

The victory matched Yellow- 
road for the NSA lead in 2000, 
and further confirmed Ironfist’s 
timber ability. The son of Iron 
has stepped lightiy around the 
division’s major races, but 
emerged as a star with victories 
over Saluter, Maipo, Final Final, 
Floating Interest and South- 
woods among others. 


THE REST OF 
THE STORY 

B eyond Far HiUs, the fall sea¬ 
son was a conglomeration 
of solid races, superb per¬ 
formances and tight individual 
competition. 

Timber horse Maipo won 
twice in eight days, taking the 
$50,000 Internation^ Gold Cup 
on October 21 and the $35,000 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup on 
October 29. 

Owned by Arcadia Stable 
and trained by Charlie Fenwick, 
the 7-year-old son of Topsider 
handled Saluter by a length in

the first win and decimated two 
foes by more than 60 lengths in 
the second. Ridden by Arch 
Kingsley, Maipo hadn’t won in 
four 2000 starts, but was three- 
for-five over the logs in 1999 
and turned in a quality effort in 
the Gold Cup. 

Maipo made Saluter play 
catch up, and saved enough for 
the finish. 

“Saluter has run around that 
course enough times that if you 
don’t know his style you aren’t 
paying attention,” said Fenwick. 
“It’s very formidable and I 
thought given that. Arch did a 
terrific job of trying to strategi¬ 
cally deal with it. (Saluter’s) late 
run was not as effective as it 
often is.” 

Gus Brown, locked in a bat- 
de for champion jockey honors, 
went aU the way to Geneseo, 
N.Y, to grab a victory on 
October 14. Brown, who was 
tied with Kingsley at 21 victories 
through November 17, bypassed 
a four-race card at Morven Park 
to ride Floating Interest in the 
$25,000 Genesee Valley Hunt 
Cup over timber. 

The Augustin Stable veteran 
didn’t disappoint, winning the 
stakes by less than a length for 
trainer Sanna Neilson. 

“It was interesting I’d have to 
say. I never thought trying to be 
champion jockey would take me 
through Geneseo,” Brown 
laughed. “I looked at my rides 
and this was my best bet to win 
a race on the weekend.” 

A mammoth son of Lord 
Avie, Floating Interest won for 
the first time in 2000 and picked 
up his third timber stakes score. 

“He’s a great ride, just gal¬ 
lops along on a loose rein and 
never puUs. He gives you a great 
feel when you’re on top of him,” 
Brown said. 

Floating Interest spread the 
feeling around three weeks later 
when he carried David Bentley 
to a win in Montpelier’s $25,000 
Virginia Hunt Cup on November 
4. The 10-year-old held off a 
furious late rally from Saluter to 
win by a half-length and 
improve his 2000 bankroll to 
$33,875. 

“He’s a huge big horse, and a 
little bit lazy but he gave me a 
great ride,” said Bentley, a visit¬ 
ing Englishman. “Every time 
Saluter came to him, he kept 
finding and finding.” 












Montpelier’s hurdle stakes 
was just as much fun for jockey 
Richard Boucher, who simply 
guided Assurance to an easy win 
in the $25,000 Noel Laing. Run 
over natural hedges on a turning, 
hilly course, the Laing turned 
into a parade as Ann and Henry 
Stern’s Assurance went to the 
front at the start and was never 
caught. In his first 2000 appear¬ 
ance, the 8-year-old Allen Paul- 
son-bred won by 15^4 over 
Lenape Forge. 

“Coming down the hill the 
last time (with roughly a half- 
mile remaining in the two and a 
half-miler), I could hear them 
behind me but I could barely see 
them,” said Boucher. “We found 
a nice rh\lJim early and if you 
can run and jump like that—at 
speed but settled—it would take 
a lot of horse to catch you.” 

Assurance, once a rank front¬ 
runner with little chance of win¬ 
ning against anything but 
claimers (he ran for a $15,000 tag 
in 1998), won his fifth hurdle 
race and boosted his career stee¬ 
plechase bankroll past $106,000. 

CaUaway Gardens hosted its 
usual standout card on 
November 4, splitting NS A par¬ 
ticipants between Georgia and 
Virginia’s Montpelier. 

Brown and Kingsley each 
won twice on the six-race card to 
keep the jockey race bubbling, 
but the horses were the story. 

Augustin Stable’s Praise the 
Prince (NZ) (Gus Brown) 
picked up his third consecutive 
hurdle win in the $75,000 
AFLAC U.S. Championship- 
NSA2 novice, final leg of the 
Sport of Kings Challenge. A 
New Zealand import. Praise the 
Prince took advantage of leader 
Shamrock Isle’s blunder at the 
last fence and won by six and a 
half lengths to become the third 
Augustin/Neilson horse to grad¬ 
uate from maiden to stakes win¬ 
ner in 2000. 

Praise the Prince, who broke 
his maiden in a Saratoga allow¬ 
ance on August 9, joined Pom- 
peyo and Lord Zada in the cast 
of rookie stars. 

“He just goes out there and 
does his job,” said Neilson. “I 
was worried that he hadn’t run in 
such a long time and was sec¬ 
ond-guessing myself for not giv¬ 
ing him a flat race. But he cov¬ 
ered for me prett\^ well.” 


Praise the Prince improved to 
three-for-six (with two seconds 
and a third) this year, and sent 
his 2000 earnings past $112,000 
with the $45,000 first-place 
check. Second to Pompeyo on 
the NSA novice list, the 5-year- 
old overcomes small stature with 
effort. 

“He’s one of the gutsiest 
horses I’ve ever ridden, and ran a 
great race,” Brown said. 

In the Callaway co-feature. 
Timber Bay Farm veteran 
Romantic took the $35,000 
Crown Royal Stakes-NSA3 to 
pick up his first win in more than 
a year. 

Trained by Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard, Romantic caught Darn 
Tipalarm after the last fence and 
won by a length to give Kingsley 
his lOOth career victory. The 
32nd NSA jockey to reach the 
milestone, Kingsley accom¬ 
plished the feat in less than 
seven seasons and added 101 
two races later with Smart n 
True in a claimer. 

Romantic, an 8-year-old bred 
by Sheppard with a free season 
to The Cool Virginian earned at 
a point-to-point, used some 
modern medicine to get back to 
the winner’s circle. Sheppard and 
his veterinarians worked to get 
past a breathing problem, com¬ 
pounded by tie-back surgery 
several years ago, diagnosed this 
summer. 

“The operation helped him 
significantly, but he has trouble 
with getting food particles in his 
lungs and coughing and things,” 
said Sheppard. “After he ran 
poorly for the second time in a 
row at Saratoga (New York Turf 
Writers Cup on August. 24), we 
had him scoped and the vet said 
there was so much mucus in the 
horse’s trachea that it would be 
impossible for him to race at 
high speed for very long.” 

Like a kindergartner on anti¬ 
biotics, Romantic got healthy 
again and pushed his career 
bankroU to $313,526 with the 
win.

T he Breeders’ Cup Steeple¬ 
chase helped ESPN draw a 
.53 rating for the October 
29 Breeders’ Cup Special pre¬ 
view show. The number trans¬

The former would have been 
perfect, but slipped on the final 
turn while in control at Mont¬ 
pelier for owner Kinross Farm 
and trainer Neil Morris. Bred by 
Kinross owner Zohar Ben-Dov, 
Segregation Lane is a gray son of 
Waquoit and the Lord Gaylord 
mare Su 2 anne Pollard. . . Tom 
Voss unveiled Quel Senor (Fr) 
for a $20,000 allowance win at 
Charleston on November 12. 
The 5-year-old, a hurdle winner 
in England, exited the flat barn 
of trainer Neil Drysdale this 
summer when spotted by Voss’s 
friend Barclay Tagg. . . Jockey 
Jonathan Thomas was released 
from a Richmond, Va., hospital 
on October 26 and continues to 


progress. The apprentice sus¬ 
tained a back injury in a fall at 
Colonial Downs on October 6 
and underwent surgery to repair 
a fractured vertebrae. Thomas 
was optimistic of a full recovery 
. . . The NSA will host its sec¬ 
ond annual conference Janu¬ 
ary 18 and 19 at the Pier 5 Hotel 
in Baltimore. The conference, 
which includes the awards din¬ 
ner honoring the 2000 champi¬ 
ons, will again focus on develop¬ 
ing the sport by bringing con¬ 
stituents together. Call (410) 
392-0700 for information. . . 
Former NSA timber record- 
holder *Dosdi, who won 20 
races from 1975 to ’81, died at

Saluter, one-time 
loser now a 
legend, exits the 
game on top 


I f you own a horse, don’t give 
up. Give him time. Consider 
your options—all your options. 
Because you never know. 

Saluter, an ordinary Virginia- 
bred gelding produced from the 
mating of Salutely and the Best 
Turn mare Curvie, became a leg¬ 
end—a hero—because he got 
his chance. 

The chance happened to be 
steeplechase racing—timber rac¬ 
ing to be specific. 

The ultimate test for the 
American Thoroughbred, tim¬ 
ber involves jumping stiff, 
wooden fences at distances of 
three to four miles. 

The test was created with 
Saluter in mind, and thankfully 
he found the person who could 
give it to him. 

Saluter raced with trainer 
Dickie Small on the flat, going 
one-for-seven with a career best 
Beyer of 57. That was a maiden 
win at Philadelphia Park in late 
January 1992, for a $15,000 tag. 

In early 1993, Saluter tried 
hurdles twice—losing his jockey 
the first time and finishing 55 
lengths behind the winner the 
next. Still with Small that spring, 
Saluter ran twice on the turf— 
and finished eighth both times. 

So much for options. The 
horse bounced to trainer Tom 
Voss, was nearly traded for a few 
acres of suburban Baltimore 
land, and wound up the property 
of trainer Jack Fisher for $2,500. 


The rest is Thoroughbred 
history. 

Fisher sold half of the horse 
to Virginians Ann and Henry 
Stern for $5,000. Saluter won 21 
timber races, four NS A division¬ 
al championships, six consecu¬ 
tive runnings of the Virginia 
Gold Cup and $429,489—to 
rank ninth on the list of U.S. 
steeplechasers. 

The victories are a record 
among timber horses. So is the 
money—which swells past 
$550,000 counting three English 
starts and a $100,000 World 
Timber Championship bonus. 

And now he’s retired. 

In early November, Fisher 
announced the end of his prize 
horse’s career at 11. Saluter 
returns to Fisher’s Butler, Md., 
farm and the life of a fox- 
hunter/living legend. 

Like Lonesome Glory on the 
hurdle side of things, Saluter 
dominated the 1990s racing 
scene but rose above mere race 
course accomplishment. He 
became an instant rooting inter¬ 
est, a horse to cheer, a horse at 
which to point, an emblem for 
his sport. 

Ljke Cigar, Saluter won and 
people followed him—a Saluter 
Beanie Baby was even created 
for the Virginia Gold Cup as a 
promotion^ item. Saluter—rec¬ 
ognized on vanity License plates 
in at least two states—has been 
on Baltimore’s Channel 13 with 
John Buren. The horse was fea¬ 
tured in The Washington Post and 
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Saluter and his trainer/rider Jack Fisher reached the all-time heights of 
timber racing, with four NSA divisional championships, six consecutive 
Virginia Gold Cup wins, 21 victories overall and earnings of over $550,000. 


The Racing Post. Maryland Public 
Television created a 15-minute 
profile and aired it on the 
Outdoors Maryland program in 
October. 

For a 1997 article in The 
Maryland Horse, Fisher let me 
ride Saluter. We walked, we gal¬ 
loped, we jumped. I prayed, I 
smiled, I got run off with—all in 
the span of about an hour. But 
what a feeling—and what a 
story. Saluter felt like an Indy car 
in second gear. Pure power just 
waiting to be used. Once a regu¬ 
lar rider of race horses, 1 hadn’t 
ridden one for years and was 
stiff for a month. 


But I rode Saluter, and will 
have a story to tell at the Hall of 
Fame induction (are you listen¬ 
ing, Hall of Fame Committee?). 

Fisher called the horse’s 
retirement sad, but missed 
another emotion. 

Gladness. Happiness. Sheer 
joy. Glee, even. Saluter retires. 
He walks away. He gets to eat 
grass, get fat (the brawny gelding 
may give new meaning to the 
term), get dirty, laugh at his 
friends who are working so hard. 
Like John Elway, the horse exits 
the game on top and with his 
legend intact. All because some¬ 
one considered the options. ♦

HORATIUS: A 
LONG-RUNNING 
SUCCESS STORY 
IN MARYLAND 


I n 1989, the national sprint title 
was won by a Maryland girl, 
Safely Kept, a fireball of a filly 
who went undefeated through a 
streak of eight stakes, including 
the Grade 1 Test, and recorded 
one of the fastest opening quar¬ 
ters (ilOVd) ever run at Mon¬ 
mouth Park. 

At the end of that season. 
Safely Kept barely missed win¬ 
ning the Breeders’ Cup Sprint- 
G1 when Dancing Spree edged 
her by a neck, but that didn’t pre¬ 
vent the Eclipse Award voters 
from seeing what she truly was, 
the top sprinter around. 

Safely Kept came back the 
next year to win the Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint, facing down 
European champion Dayjur in 
an eye-popping stretch run that 
saw the colt go airborne in mid¬ 
stretch to clear an imagined 
obstacle. This is how races can 
be won or lost. Safely Kept 
ignored the distraction and won 
by a well-earned neck what had 
been denied her the year before. 
(Curiously, the sprint champi¬ 
onship was awarded that year to 
Housebuster, who was in the 
barn on Breeders’ Cup Day.) 

Safely Kept’s story was one 
of those rags-to-riches tales, in 
which the local girl grows up and 
makes everyone proud of her. 
Her accomplishments caught 


the world’s attention not only 
because was she a filly, but 
because her background was 
deemed modest at best. Safely 
Kept is by Horatius, a Grade 3- 
winning son of Proudest 
Roman. 

She might have been the high 
point of her sire’s stud career, 
but good old Horatius never 
faded into the sunset as he might 
have been expected to when his 
best runner retired from racing. 
Instead, Horatius kept on going. 
This year, at 25, Horatius was 
represented by his 22nd stakes 
winner when his 3-year-old 
daughter Steppedoutofadream 
won the Twixt Stakes at Laurel in 
August. 

Horatius was bred by Col. W 
Randolph Tayloe, a horseman 
from a family steeped in horse 
breeding all the way back to 
colonial times in Virginia. These 
were the Mount Airy Tayloes, 
who had a hand in the success of 
such legendary horses as Diomed 
and his son Sir Archy. Horatius 
was named for Horatius Codes, 
a war hero who helped save 
Rome from the pesky Etruscans. 

Foaled in 1975, Horatius was 
entered in a 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing sale only to pop a splint, 
forcing his withdraw^. He sub¬ 
sequently was purchased private¬ 
ly by Dr. Philip Torsney of Red 


Bank, N.J. As a 2-year-old, the 
flashy chestnut with a blaze and 
hind stockings won three of five 
starts. He came back at 3 to win 
two of nine, but hinted at better 
things to come with placings in 
the Lamplighter Handicap-G3 
and Woo^awn Stakes-G3. 

The next year, at 4, he regis¬ 
tered eight wins in 19 starts, tak¬ 
ing the Riggs Handicap-G3 (on 
turf), and Fort McHenry, Capital 
City and Pilgrim handicaps (on 
dirt), all at a mile and a sixteenth, 
and placed in several other good 
stakes. At 5, he won five of 20 
starts, including the Resolution 
and Sussex handicaps, and the 
Red Bank Handicap, in which he 
equaled Monmouth Park’s course 
record for a mile on the grass in 
1:35. 

Unplaced in one start at 6, 
Horatius retired to stud at 
Cynthia and Charles McGinnes’s 
Thornmar farm, near Chester- 
town, Md., with 54 starts and 18 
wins, having earned $383,899. 
He brought with him the race 
record of a durable, consistent 
race horse at his best at a mile or 
a mile and a sixteenth, on the dirt 
and turf 

Syndicate manager Charles 
McGinnes recalled that some 
people questioned whether sweet- 
natured Horatius would adapt to

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life as a breeding stallion, 
because he was a consummate 
gendeman. Fecundity, of course, 
would be one of his major sell¬ 
ing points. 

Horatius’s first crop hit the 
races in 1984, and included a 
remarkable ten juvenile winners, 
although he didn’t get his first 
stakes winner until the next crop 
raced; among them were the 
black-type-winning fillies Azar- 
baijani and Lady in Blue. The 
1985 crop added yet another filly 
stakes winner. Fat and Foxy, and 
the 1986 crop yielded the big 
one. Safely Kept. 

Up to this point, Horatius 
was earning a reputation as a filly 
sire, and understandably so. But 
his next several stakes winners 
were males. His foals of 1988 
and ’89 included three stakes- 
winning geldings: Charlie You 
Know, Mr. Moby Dick and 
Forry Cow How, the latter an 
earner of $432,275 and winner 
of ten races, five stakes, includ¬ 
ing the 1993 Jennings Handicap 
and Maryland Million Classic. 

Horatius’s next major win¬ 
ners came from the 1992 crop, 
bred in the afterglow of Safely 
Kept’s success. They were Grade 
3 winners Oliver’s Twist (a colt), 
who finished second in the 
Preakness, and Algar (a gelding), 
who twice won the Maryland 
Million Classic and is Horatius’s 
second-leading earner with 
career earnings of $571,616. 

Through a sure and steady 
career, Horatius has remained a 
mainstay of the Maryland stal¬ 
lion colony. 

Until this year Horatius and 
Deputed Testamony were tied as 
leading sires in the Maryland 
Million. Horatius has had six off¬ 
spring account for nine Mary¬ 
land Million wins: Safely Kept 
(1989, ’90, ’91 Distaff), Algar 
(1997 and ’98 Classic), Charlie 
You Know (1992 Sprint), Forry 
Cow How (1993 Classic), Foxie 
G (1995 Sprint) and The Ruler’s 
Sister (1996 Oaks). 

McGinnes notes that Hora¬ 
tius’s good disposition, in addi¬ 
tion to his innate athleticism, is 
one reason breeders and trainers 
keep coming back to him. At 16 
hands, Horatius is a medium¬ 
sized individual, weU-balanced, 
squarely-built and as a result, 
suits a wide range of mares. 









Remember that he was also a 
good miler, so the “generalist” 
approach works for him both 
ways, in aptitude as well as con¬ 
formation. He can be bred to a 
lot of different kinds of mares. 
Most of his offspring also inher¬ 
it his willing temperament which, 
as any handler knows, goes a 
long way on the race track. 

In fact, temperament and 
athleticism are also the main rea¬ 
sons why, after their racing 
careers, many of Horatius’ off¬ 
spring find a second life in the 
show ring. He has sired numer¬ 
ous AHSA champion hunter/ 
jumpers, as well as talented 
steeplechasers, and one of his 
foals, named Pathfinder, is a top 
three-day event performer. 

A key to Horatius’s longevity 
may be the management at 
Thornmar, a farm that has pre¬ 
viously stood stallions such as 
Ambernash, who lived until he 
was 29, and Winged T., another 
horse who remained productive 
into his mid-20s. 

“Horatius is out 24 hours a 
day,” McGinnes said, “and has 
been all his life here. He’s been 
in the same paddock since he 
came here and only comes up 
during heavy snow or cold rain.” 

In recent years, Horatius has 
been getting special treatment in 
the breeding shed. He covered 
14 mares last spring and 13 are 
believed to be in foal. 

“He’s always been an 
extremely fertile stallion,” 
McGinnes said. But as syndicate 
manager, McGinnes has taken 
the prerogative and no longer 
breeds Horatius to mares over 
16 hands. Problem mares are 
not accepted, to avoid the possi¬ 
bility of an accident and to 
reduce wear and tear on the 
horse in the breeding shed. The 
old horse has certainly earned 
this kind of conscientious care. 

Let’s look back on the pedi¬ 
gree of Horatius and those of 
his best runners for some ideas 
on what the old warrior has 
worked with and why. 

Horatius’s sire Proudest 
Roman was a precocious but 
unsound son of Never Bend, 
and a brother to Bravest Roman, 
who had a successful stud career 
in Japan. 

Proudest Roman also sired 
the very good filly Caesar’s 
Wish, winner of nine stakes.

including the Mother Goose- 
Gl, Demoiselle-G2 and Black- 
Eyed Susan-G2, but Horatius 
was his leading earner. 

Proudest Roman’s next-best 
moment probably came when 
his daughter Proud n’ Happy 
produced Blue Grass Stakes-Gl 
winner Proud Appeal. 

Horatius’s dam, the unraced 
True Charm (by Cohoes), pro¬ 
duced two additional stakes win¬ 
ners, the good colt Blackie Daw, 
a $215,880-earner by Hold Your 
Peace, and Sweetest Nut, a 
minor stakes winner by Naskra. 


Horatius himself is an out- 
cross within four generations, 
although there is a pattern hid¬ 
ing behind that. He has three 
crosses of *Blenheim II, one via 
his great-grandsire *Nasrullah, 
out of Mumtaz Begum, a 
daughter of *Blenheim II. The 
next two come through his dam, 
who was 3x4 inbred to *Blen- 
heim II. 

True Charm’s sire. Cohoes, 
was by *Mahmoud, a Derby¬ 
winning son of *Blenheim II. 
*Mahmoud also happened to be 
a three-parts relative to Mumtaz 


Begum, being by the same sire 
and out of a half-sister to 
Mumtaz Begum, whose dam 
was the great Mumtaz Mahal. 

True Charm’s third dam was 
Asterope, a daughter of *Blen- 
heim II. So Horatius has three 
strains of line-breeding to 
*Blenheim II, twice through the 
close relatives Mumtaz Begum 
and *Mahmoud. 

If I were doing a stallion 
report on this horse. I’d refer to 
this pattern as his “genetic 
strength,” and use that to predict 
what he might work with. And

by remarkable coincidence (or 
pedigree insight, call it what you 
will), that’s just how he’s proven 
himself. 

Horatius’s best bloodline 
nick appears to be with mares 
from the Bold Ruler male line, a 
cross that has resulted in three 
stakes winners, including Safely 
Kept (dam by Winning Hit), 
Forry Cow How (dam by 
Honest Pleasure), and the more 
recent winner Horific (dam by 
What Luck). 

Bold Ruler was the most pro¬ 
lific son of *Nasrullah, although 
Horatius’s own male line was 
pretty strong in that regard as 
well, going back, through 
Proudest Roman, to Never 
Bend, from *Nasrullah’s last 
crop in 1960. 

Horatius has done well with a 
few other *Nasrullah-line sires 
such as Star de Naskra (dam sire 
of Oliver’s Twist), Penowa RuUah 
(dam sire of Charlie You Know), 
and Elephant Walk (dam sire of 
Mr. Moby Dick). Most of these 
stakes winners, therefore, have at 
least 4x4 inbreeding to *Nas- 
rullah. 

Maybe a more potent nick 
than that, however, is his cross 
with King’s Bishop mares, who 
have produced two stakes win¬ 


ners, Crumpton and Reeve’s Lib. 
It’s probably significant that 
King’s Bishop, while a son of 
Round Table, was out of Spear- 
fish, a daughter of Fleet Nas- 
rullah (by *Nasrullah), so there’s 
that cross back to *Nasrullah 
again. 

Two of Horatius’s stakes 
winners are out of mares by 
sons of Northern Dancer: Algar 
(dam by Dancing Count) and 
Steppedoutofadream (dam by 
Northern Jove). Algar’s second 
dam is by Harvest Singing, 
another son of *Nasrullah. And 
it’s worth pointing out that 
Northern Dancer’s grandmother 
was a daughter of *Mahmoud. 

Two stakes winners by 
Horatius are out of mares by 
sons of Raise a Native. Again 
and Again’s dam is by Search for 
Gold with a cross of Nashua (by 
*Nasrullah) and Smardy’s dam is 
by Majestic Prince, a stallion out 
of a daughter of *Nasrullah’s 
close relative *Royal Charger. 

Do you see where we’re 
headed with this? 

The fact is, there are very few 
stakes winners by Horatius who 
don’t have a close cross of *Nas- 
rullah or something just like him. 
In fact, his better runners seem 
to have the more obvious pat¬ 


tern, which we’U see running 
down his list of leading earners 
(see accompanying table). 

• Safely Kept is out of a Bold 
Ruler-line mare and is 4x4 to 
*Nasrullah. 

• Algar is also 4x4 to *Nas- 
ruUah and has a dose of *Mah- 
moud to boot, through Northern 
Dancer. 

• Oliver’s Twist is out of a 
*Nasrullah-line mare who is 
actually inbred 4x4 to *Nas- 
ruUah, because the second dam 
is by Bold Monarch (by Bold 
Ruler). 

• Forry Cow How is out of a 
Bold Ruler-line mare via a son of 
What a Pleasure, who had both 
*Nasrullah and *Mahmoud 
close up. 

• Foxie G is out of a mare by 
Proud Appeal, which made him 
actually inbred 2x4 to Proudest 
Roman and, with him, a second 
cross of Never Bend and *Nas- 
rullah. 

• Charlie You Know’s dam 
was by Penowa RuUah (by *Nas- 
ruUah) and she was inbred to 
^Blenheim II 4x4 herself. 

• Jazzy One is out of a mare 
by Admiral’s Voyage and there 
are none of *Nasrullah’s key 
strains there, but Jazzy One’s 
dam was out of a mare by BoU- 
nas Boy, by NantaUah, by *Nas- 
ruUah. 

Fat and Foxy is the first 
major exception to the rule with 
no key strains present. The next 
one. The Ruler’s Sister, has no 
*NasruUah or *Mahmoud, but 
her dam is inbred to *Royal 
Charger, a three-quarter relative 
to *NasruUah; Royal Charger’s 
dam was a daughter of Mumtaz 
Begum. Check that one on the 
Ust of “must have” strains, too. 

Now let’s go back to Hora¬ 
tius’s pedigree and note the sec¬ 
ond major pattern lurking there, 
since, as we’U see, it also has had 
a significant bearing on the pedi¬ 
grees of his best runners. 

Horatius was Unebred 6x4 to 
the outstanding broodmare *La 
Troienne. His sire. Proudest 
Roman, had *La Troienne 
through his male-Une strain of 
Never Bend, since Never Bend’s 
second dam was Be Faithful, by 
Bimelech, E.R. Bradley’s cham¬ 
pion son of Black Toney and 
*La Troienne. The same pattern 
is found in Horatius’s dam sire. 
Cohoes, whose dam was BeUe of 


Troy, a daughter of Blue Lark¬ 
spur (a grandson of Black 
Toney) out of *La Troienne. 

*La Troienne was a genetic 
powerhouse and founder of one 
of the strongest female Unes of 
descent in America. After her 
many successful offspring by 
Black Toney and his grandson. 
Blue Larkspur, *La Troienne was 
especiaUy noted for her daugh¬ 
ters nicking with War Admiral. 
One of the best examples was 
the great race mare Busher, by 
War Admiral out of Baby 
League by BubbUng Over—*La 
Troienne. 

Busher had a stakes-winning 
fuU sister named Striking who 
became an important founda¬ 
tion mare for Ogden Phipps. 
One of her foals was the reaUy 
good colt Hitting Away (by 
*Ambiorix) and another was his 
fuU sister. Bases FuU. Bases FuU 
produced the stakes-winning 
Bold Ruler colt Bold and Brave, 
and his younger brother. Win¬ 
ning Hit, who was undefeated in 
two starts. Winning Hit, you wiU 
recaU, is the broodmare sire of 
Horatius’s champion daughter 
Safely Kept. 

Another of Horatius’s better 
runners with a dose of *La 
Troienne is Foxie G, the runner 
inbred to Proudest Roman. The 
Une back to *La Troienne comes 
through Never Bend again, 
through his second dam, the 
daughter of Bimelech. 

CharUe You Know has the 
pattern, too, since his second 
dam is by Busher’s Beauty, a son 
of Mr. Busher (War Admiral— 
Baby League by Bubbling 
Over—*La Troienne). 

As strong a pattern as this 
*La Troienne connection has 
been in the breed, it is not nearly 
as dominant as Horatius’s Unks 
back to *Blenheim II and his 
affinity for *NasruUah and Bold 
Ruler in general. 

StiU, one would think that 
given the right genetic palette of 
Bold Ruler, *NasruUah and War 
Admiral/*La Troienne, Horatius 
could paint another masterpiece, 
just as he did with Safely Kept. 

Keep these suggestions in 
mind for the old man since he’s 
still hale and hearty at age 25, but 
don’t stop there. His daughters 
could use many of the same 
bloodlines to make them pro¬ 
ducers of merit in the future. #

Feeding bran 
can serve its 
purpose if done 
in moderation 


H ot bran mash has been a 
traditional feed for horses. 
Some horsemen use it for a 
tired or sick horse, or mares after 
foaling. 

Bran is often fed to old horses 
to help prevent impaction from 
sluggish bowels, or fed to pre¬ 
vent sand colic—bran (with its 
bulk and laxative effect) helps 
carry sand on through the tract 
so it won’t accumulate and block 
the gut. Some owners feed bran 
mash once a week, or more often 
if they think it will prevent colic. 

Small amounts of bran now 
and then are not harmful, and if 
a horse needs a laxative diet, it 
can be helpful. Bran can cause 
problems if fed too often, how¬ 
ever. 

It is mainly roughage, con¬ 
sisting of the outer coatings of 
wheat kernels—a by-product of 
milling wheat for making flour. 
Because it is mainly fiber, it adds 


bulk to the diet, but its nutrient 
value is low (except for protein). 
Bran is twice as bulky as oats, 
poorly digested and low in ener¬ 
gy. Because it is poorly digested, 
it increases intestinal fill and 
adds to the amount of manure 
passed. 

Bran is higher in protein (17 
percent) and phosphorus (1.4 
percent) than other grain cereals 
(which are about 10 to 14 per¬ 
cent protein, and 0.3 to 0.4 per¬ 
cent phosphorus), but very low 
in calcium and vitamin A. If a 
horse needs extra protein, it’s 
cheaper to add a protein supple¬ 
ment—or alfalfa hay, which con¬ 
tains not only protein but vita¬ 
min A and other important 
nutrients. 

One of the main drawbacks 
to feeding bran on a regular basis 
is its calcium-phosphorus ratio. 
Bran is about one part calcium 
to two parts phosphorus, caus¬ 


ing a serious dietary imbalance if 
fed too often. 

Horses need feeds higher in 
calcium than in phosphorus, 
especially while young and 
growing or producing milk. If 
the calcium-phosphorus ratio is 
too far out of balance, bone dis¬ 
orders may occur, along with 
other problems. VCTien high lev¬ 
els of bran are fed regularly, the 
horse gets too much phospho¬ 
rus, which interferes with prop¬ 
er absorption of calcium. This 
can cause epiphysitis in growing 
horses (damage to growth plates 
at the ends of the long bones, 
creating serious bone and joint 
deformities) and soft bones. 

Lack of calcification (soft 
bones) in the growing animal 
can cause several types of skele¬ 
tal deformities and unsound¬ 
nesses. Even in adult horses, an 
extreme imbalance in the calci¬ 
um-phosphorus ratio can cause 
bones to soften and thicken 
until the skull and jaws are 
noticeably deformed, a condi¬ 
tion known as “bighead.” 

Horses on pasture, legume 
hay or mixed hay generaUy don’t 
have problems with constipa¬ 
tion. Unless a horse is kept in 
close confinement on grass hay, 
there’s little need for the laxative 
effect of bran, unless a horse 
has a specific problem. 

The old horse with sluggish 
bowels can benefit from a bran 
mash now and then, but alfalfa 
pellets are just as good for that 
purpose, and much more nutri¬ 
tious. 

There are situations in which 
bran is useful, as when trying to 
tempt a tired or sick horse to eat. 
The appetizing aroma of a 
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warm bran mash may interest 
some horses in eating when they 
might refuse hay or grain. Bran 
does provide bulk without the 
effort of eating hay, and can 
sometimes get the sick horse to 
eat a little. It also provides mois¬ 
ture if a horse isn’t eating or 
drinking enough. 

It has been traditional to feed 
a hot bran mash to mares after 
foaling. The mare has lost a lot 
of fluid, she’s tired, she may not 
have eaten for a while, her bowel 
movements may become firm 
manure since she is sore from 
foaling. 

Some mares become consti¬ 
pated after foaling, and must be 
given mineral oil to start things 
moving again. Mares on green 
pasture or alfalfa usually don’t 
have this problem since their 
manure is soft and loose. But if 
a mare is on dry roughage, tired 
from foaling (and not eating and 
drinking enough), a bran mash 
can be a welcome meal. 

Alfalfa or green grass is just 
as palatable and laxative and will 
accomplish the same thing, but 
if you don’t have pasture or 
alfalfa, a bran mash for a mare 
after foaling is a good idea. 

Other reasons for feeding 
bran are not so valid. Bran won’t 
prevent colic (except from 
impaction). It may have some 
value in preventing sand colic, 
since gut action and the bulki¬ 
ness of the bran may take some 
sand on through. But since sand 
is heavier than bran, some will 
always settle and can still cause 
blockage. 

Feeding bran and mineral oil 
to a horse with sand in the gut 
can help, but the oil does more 
than the bran to rid the horse of 
sand. There are better laxatives 
for sand colic prevention and 
treatment than bran, such as 
Mucilose and Metamucil (human 
laxatives) and several other 
products now designed specifi¬ 
cally for sand colic prevention— 
such as Steri-Lax and Equi Aid, 
which contain psyllium (bulk- 
producing fiber). 

These products expand in 
the digestive tract even more 
than bran does, forming a 
spongy mass that carries sand 
along with it. They are more 
effective, and they won’t create a 
dietary imbalance. *

Airy Hill scores as 1.1-1 favorite in the Storm Cat Stakes to become 
the first stakes winner for freshman sire Hennessy, a son of Storm Cat. 


T lie second division of the 
New Jersey Futurity on 
November 10 unveiled a 
potential force to be reckoned 
with—a Norquestor gelding by 
the name of Lyle Lovesit. 

Bred and owned by longtime 
New Jersey horsewoman Jane 
Gilbert, Lyle Lovesit romped to 
a 15V4-length victory over a 
muddy track, covering six fur¬ 
longs in 1:10%, three-fifths of a 
second faster than River 
Power’s winning time in the 
first division of the Futurity that 
same evening. 

Trainer Cynthia Reese said 
Lyle Lovesit bucked shins after 
his career debut on June 29 at 
Monmouth Park, where he fin¬ 
ished second, beaten just a 
length. Lyle Lovesit worked at 
Philadelphia Park for his 
September 30 return, an eight 
and a quarter-length maiden 
special weight score. 

“We backed off him after he 
bucked and gave him some 
time,” Reese said. “He was big 
and raw and we gave him the 
chance to grow up. The best 
part about winning a race like 
this is that you don’t lose a 
Jersey-bred condition. You can 
still run in an ‘a other than’ 
allowance.” 

In the first division. Two 
Sisters’ Stable’s River Power, 
trained by Joe Pierce Jr., defeated 
favored Waltz King by a head. 

River Power, bred by Aaron 
Gilman, is by Alaskan Frost out 
of Aleutian Gold, by Prospectors 
Gamble. River Power ran three 
consecutive races on turf, plac¬ 


ing second and third in open 
allowance races and finished 
seventh in the October 20 World 
Appeal Stakes. The Futurity put 
River Power back on the surface 
and distance where he broke his 
maiden. 

“I was caught between horses, 
but I kept asking him and he 
kept giving me more,” said win¬ 
ning rider Rachel LaVoy. 

It was a batde of the sexes, in 
which many cried foul: Although 
the Futurity is traditionally run 
in colts and fillies divisions, this 
year’s events were run as two 
open divisions when only four 
fillies appeared likely to start in 
the distaff race. That was disap¬ 
pointing, to say the least, for the 
owners and trainers who for 
months had been pointing their 
fillies toward the Futurity, and 
now saw their chances of taking 
a share of the purse were great¬ 
ly reduced. Only three fillies 
actually competed: Proud and 
Free finished next-to-last in the 
first division, and in the second 
division Pro Digger finished 
fourth, and Twilights Prayer last. 

Each race was worth $65,522 
with $39,314 as the winner’s 
share. 

Eugene Melnyk’s Airy Hill, 
by freshman sire Hennessy, won 
the $45,000 Storm Cat Stakes as 
the 1.1-1 favorite on November 
10. Airy Hill is Hennessy’s first 
U.S. stakes-winning progeny 
and, fittingly, the stakes race was 
named after his sire Storm Cat. 
Hennessy, winner of three 
stakes in 1995, including Mon¬ 
mouth’s Grade 2 Sapling, has 


has had 15 of his progeny win 
this year out of 42 starters. 

Joe Bravo, well on his way to 
an unprecedented eighth Big M 
riding tide, booted home his 
3,000th career winner on October 
19 when he guided Flowers by

Apprentice Orlando Bocachica got 
his first victory on October 18. 


Fax to victory in a one-mile turf 
race for trainer Brian Brennan 
and owner Richard Englander. 

At 30, the Long Branch 
native has been the dominant 
rider at Monmouth Park and the 
Meadowlands. Bravo has won 
every riding title at Monmouth 
Park between 1993 and 1999, 
before briefly moving his tack to 
southern California. 

Bravo won with Flowers by 
Fax on November 8 on the main 
track and had such a wide mar- 
^n in the stretch, the affable 
jockey smiled and gave a 
thumbs-up as he eased the horse 
under the wire. 

However, “Jersey Joe” missed 
the final ten days of the meeting 
serving a suspension for careless 
riding at Monmouth Park earlier 
this summer. He appealed the 
original seven-day ban and 
served an additional three days 
after dropping the appeal. 

Jockey Rafael Medina Jr. 
made his first-ever trip to the 
winner’s circle at the Meadow¬ 
lands on November 9 when 
Union Dockbuilder, trained by 
John Forbes, won the second 
race by a neck. 

Triple-bug apprentice jockey 
Orlando Bocachica accom¬ 
plished the same feat on Octo¬ 
ber 18 in the first race aboard 
Alberto Plaza-trained Bold Jet. 

Rachel LaVoy, who lost her 
apprentice allowance in Octo¬ 
ber, will spend the winter in 
Florida riding for trainer John 
Forbes. 

Grade 2 Meadowlands Cup 
victor North East Bound, just 
missed by a nose to War Chant 
at odds of 42-1 in the Breeders’ 
Cup Mile-Gl. 

As gut-wrenching as the loss 
was for Rhode Island-based 
owners Julian DeMarco and 
Richard Disano, the result of a 
Pick Three ticket they purchased 
was even more frustrating.

PENN NATIONAL 
REPORTS 
BIG GAINS IN 
OVERALL 
REVENUE

O n July 8, Todd Mostoller 
began his new duties as the 
executive director of the 
Pennsylvania Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association, the first time the 
position has been filled in more 
than a decade. 

A former employee of the 
state of Pennsylvania with a 
background in accounting, as 
well as a former groom for train¬ 
er Tim Shea, Mostoller said his 
main goal is “making sure that 
Penn National horsemen get the 
representation they deserve.” 

“The biggest concern we 
have is whether we are the main 
interest of management (Penn 
National Gaming Inc.),” said 
Mostoller. “Now that they are 
into other forms of gaming rev¬ 
enue, like the Charles Town slots 
and the casinos in Mississippi, 
we’re worried that we’re not.” 

Mostoller said he would be 
attending the University of Ari¬ 
zona Symposium in December, 
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marking the first time a Penn 
National horsemen’s representa¬ 
tive has taken part in this nation¬ 
al gathering of racing leaders. 

Meanwhile, on October 25, 
Penn National Gaming Inc. 
reported record third-quarter 


and nine-month operating 
results for the period ending 
September 30, 2000. 

Revenues for the quarter 
rose 91.5 percent to $91,082,000 
compared to $47,566,000 in the 
third quarter of 1999, primarily 
due to a 77.3 percent gain in slot 
machine revenues at Charles 
Town and the first recognition 
of revenues from two Mississ¬ 
ippi casinos which PNG recent¬ 
ly acquired. 

PNG also reported a 7.9 per¬ 
cent revenue gain from Penn 
National race course, Pocono 
Downs and their 11 off-track 
wagering sites, and a 57.8 per¬ 
cent EBITDA (earnings before 
interest, taxes, depreciation and 
amortization) gain from PNG’s 
Pennwood New Jersey joint 
venture with Greenwood Racing 
Inc. 

In September, PNG received 
approval from the West Virginia 
Lottery Commission to add 500 
slot machines at Charles Town, 


would have won the entire Pick 
Three pool of $812,085. The 
Pick Three of Spain, Caressing 
and War Chant returned 
$109,631. The owners received 
some consolation, taking home 
second-place money of $234,000. 
The 4-year-old D’Accord geld¬ 
ing may continue racing through 
the winter, said trainer Bill Perry. 

“He seemed to come out of 
the race fine,” Perry said. “It was 
a real exciting race and we had a 
great day at Churchill. We were 
going to stop on him and give 
him some time off Right now 
that’s not necessarily the plan.” 

Night racing tends to pose 
some problems for humans and 
horses. The morning wake-up 
call is early and the tenth race 
goes to post around 11 p.m., 
making for a long day. 

Some horses are thrown off 
their natural clocks by racing at 
night; others are bothered by 
shadows cast by the lights. 
Those factors were exactly what 
plagued Susan Dollinger’s 
New Jersey-bred Ganache this 
meeting. In an October 14 maid¬ 
en special weight event, Ganache 


looked home free until jumping 
shadows three times in the 
stretch. He finished third. 

Trainer Charlie Harvatt 
added a shadow roll for the 4- 
year-old’s next start on Novem¬ 
ber 1, but he again jumped shad¬ 
ows and didn’t care for the addi¬ 
tional equipment. Dollinger 
instructed Harvatt to take off 
the shadow roll, add blinkers 
with a very extended cup and 


work the horse under the lights 
for his final race of the season, 
the tenth race on November 11. 
A change of jockey, to Rafael 
Mojica Jr., was also part of the 
process. 

Ganache, a homebred by 
Make Luck out of Sweet Joelle 
by Rollicking, wasn’t held in high 
regard by track handicapper 
Sean Massey that evening. Mas¬ 
sey’s program comment read: 


“Maybe he wants to be a show 
horse? This jumping nonsense 
has gotten to be a problem; have 
found many creative ways to 
beat myself in the past, but will 
not add a colt with shadow 
problems; just watching.” 

Massey was likely amazed as 
he watched Ganache overcome 
his shadow problems by break¬ 
ing his maiden going gate-to- 
wire over a muddy track that 
i favored outside closers all 
i evening to win by a length at 
I odds of 15-1. Despite the 
° extended blinkers, Ganache did 
shift his head when horses’ 
shadows approached from the 
outside, but Mojica never lost 
confidence. “I just kept him 
busy,” the rider said. 

Ganache may have taken 
some time to get to the winner’s 
circle but Dollinger was always 
upbeat. “I never gave up on this 
horse,” said Dollinger, who didn’t 
race Ganache at 2 or 3. “1 always 
knew he could run.” He’ll be 
heading to Hialeah with Harvatt, 
who is bringing a couple of 
Dollinger’s 2-year-olds south as 
well. *

PENN NATIONAL HOSTS ANNUAL 
WORLD SERIES OF HANDICAPPING 


I n a close, nail-biting finish 
that he admits “took 15 years 
off my life,” Stephen Gaul of 
Bernville, Pa., eked out a victo¬ 
ry in the 2000 World Series of 
Handicapping at Penn National 
on October 8, to pocket the 
first prize of $100,000. 

GauTs margin over second- 
place finisher Charles Wines of 
Warrenton, Va., was just $62. 

Gaul, 43, who has been an 
avid horseplayer since 1980, 
participated in the WSH twice 
before, but both times didn’t 
qualify into the final round. 

This year, he began the final 
round on Friday (the first day 
of the three-day competition) 
in 105th place, then rocketed to 
eighth on Sunday afternoon. 

The horse who propelled 
him from eighth to second 
place was B. C. Contract in the 
sixth event, on whom he 
wagered his entire $3,685 bank- 
roU. 


“He broke ten lengths 
behind the field,” recalled 
Gaul, “and I thought I was fin¬ 
ished. Then you could see him 
gaining ground, and he caught 
the field at the top of the 
stretch and passed them all to 
win. He paid $7, and I thought 
I was in first place because 
reporters were asking me ques¬ 
tions, but 1 was only in sec¬ 
ond.” 

Wines had also wagered on 
B. C. Contract and was $914 in 
front with two races to go, but 
risked more money than Gaul 
in those last two contests. 

When the prices were post¬ 
ed on the ninth and final event, 
Gaul emerged the winner. 

“Those last minutes before 
the prices were posted I thought 
I was going to lose my mind,” 
Gaul said. “But afterwards I 
felt so good. It was really meant 
to be—^it was destiny.”

In its September statistical 
report provided to the Pennsyl¬ 
vania State Racing Commission, 
Penn National Gaming Inc. 
showed a 1.9 percent decrease in 
handle in the Penn facilities (race 
track and off-track wagering 
sites) for September but a 14.7 
percent gain for the year. Handle 
in Telebet was up 29.2 percent 
for September and up significant¬ 
ly, 155.6 percent, for the year. 

In-state simulcast revenue of 
Penn National races was down 

13.4 percent in September but 
up 35.4 percent year-to-date, 
while interstate simulcasting of 
Penn National races was down 
6.3 percent in September but up 

52.5 percent for the year. 

“Both locally and nationally, 

all efforts to enhance wagering 
and interest in live racing are 
being negated by short fields, 
scratches and lost exotic pools 


due to lack of participation,” 
commented PNG in its report 
regarding the September 
decreases in handle. “(We) can¬ 
not grow business on a product 
that cannot hold up against 
other racing signals in terms of 
quality to the betting public.” 

On October 24, the jockeys 
and owners charged with race¬ 
fixing at Penn National Race 
Course pleaded innocent to the 
federal charges. AH were sched¬ 
uled to go to trial on December 
4. 

According to the indictments 
announced by U.S. attorney 
David Barasch, the two owners, 
Neil McElwee, of Harrisburg, 
Pa., and George Berryhill, of 
Lebanon, Pa., paid one of the 
jockeys, Ramon Pena, to act as a 
middleman. 

Pena was arraigned on 
October 24 along with jockeys 
Lazaro Vives, Luis Morales, 
Rocky Jurado and Andres Reyes. 
Berryhill and jockey Felix Pinero 
were arraigned in federal court 
on October 10. # 


PHILADELPHIA

P hiladelphia Park reported 
total handle of $4,278,671 
on November 4, Breeders’ 
Cup day, which coincided with 
the grand re-opening of the 
second floor at the main race 
track. This number reflects total 
monies bet at all facilities, includ¬ 
ing the five Turf Clubs in Phila¬ 
delphia and its suburbs. 

Of that total, $470,266 was 
wagered at the newly renovated 
South Philadelphia Turf Club, 
which represents a 24.8 percent 
increase from last year. At the 
main track, $1,286,290 was bet, a 

10.5 percent increase from last 
year. 

Breeders’ Cup day also 
marked the resumption of live 
racing at the track, which had 
been dark since October 11. 

“It is encouraging to see the 
renovation investments produc¬ 
ing immediate and significant 
results,” said Hal Handel, Green¬ 
wood Racing Inc.’s CEO. 


Greenwood unveiled the 
“new” second floor on Novem¬ 
ber 4, a 56,600 square foot area 
renovated at a cost of $3.5 mil¬ 
lion. Decorated in shades of teal 
and wine with granite and mar¬ 
ble accents, it features a circular 
floor plan with more than 400 
television monitors. The Ultimate 
Sportsview Bar, where fans can 
watch major sporting events in 
addition to racing from around 
the country, has a horseshoe¬ 
shaped bar with 45 television 
monitors, plus a video wall with 
large screen TVs. 

Also on the second floor, on 
the paddock side, is the Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby Room, which will 
be open on live racing days and 
has 44 dining tables with TV 
monitors and Tiny Tim 
machines. Horsemen have a new 
36-box seating area with views of 
both the paddock and the racing 
oval, while two new handicap¬ 
ping areas have monitors, self- 


service machines and teller win¬ 
dows. 

A major facelift to the exte¬ 
rior of Philadelphia Park also is 
underway, and scheduled for a 
mid-December completion. 
Among the improvements in the 
works for the facility, which was 
opened in 1974 as Keystone race 
track, are a large, ornamental 
arched sign at the main drive that 
will have an electronic message 
center; landscaped areas at the 
grandstand entrance with stone 
ledge waterfalls; cast iron car¬ 
riage lights much like those 
found in historic Philadelphia 
that will be placed at the front 
doors and in the parking area; 
and new signage on the side 
entrances. 

Mike Binder, executive vice- 
president and owner of Capital 
Manufacturing, is handling the 
project. Capital Manufacturing

A 
wire-to-wire triumph in Mead- 
owlands’s October 7 William 
Livingston Stakes led up to the 
Dash. 

The $60,000 winner’s share 
of the purse in the Dash bol¬ 
stered Texas Glitter’s career 
earnings to $291,204. 

The Grade 3 Laurel Futurity, 
on November 4, went to the 
lightly raced colt Buckle Down 
Ben, a son of Devil His Due 
campaigned by Philip and 
Marcia Cohen and trainer Steve 
Klesaris. 

The Futurity was the third 
start for Buckle Down Ben, who 
broke his maiden on September 
19 at Delaware Park and fin¬ 
ished third in Delaware’s 
October 14 First State Stakes 
won by American Prince.

Since receiving some horses 
from owner Mike Gill in mid¬ 
summer, trainer Gamaliel 
Vazquez has found the winner’s 


circle with regularity, scoring at a 
25 percent clip as of November 
12 . 

On November 11, Vazquez 
saddled former claimer Poncho 
Duck, a 6-year-old Virginia- 
bred gelding, to victory in the 
$75,000 Your Host Stakes over 
Valhol. 

“His development has been 
pleasantly surprising,” said 
Vazquez. “He did have some 
minor problems and we fixed 
them.

BUSINESS IS 
BOOMING AT 
CHARLES TOWN 

LARRY YANOS 


T he attractive purse struc¬ 
ture currently offered at 
Charles Town has renewed 
interest in the sport for breeders, 
owners and trainers. 

“We have had over 1,000 
owners run a horse at Charles 
Town for the first time in the last 
year and a half,” racing secretary 
Jimmy Hammond said. “The 
purses continue to grow and 
more new owners are getting 
involved all the time. There are 


also many former owners and 
trainers getting back into the 
game. That’s good to see. It will 
make the breeding part of the 
industry that much stronger.” 

Hammond was working in 
the Charles Town racing secre¬ 
tary’s office in 1995 when things 
weren’t quite as pleasant. 

“1 can remember back then 
we were giving away $22,000 a 
day in purses, and the future of 
racing looked questionable.” 

Now, thanks to the video lot¬ 
tery revenues, Charles Town 
horsemen are experiencing 
record increases in purse distri¬ 
bution. 

According to Hammond, 
most condition books now call 
for an average of just over 
$100,000 for each of the four 
live racing days—Thursday, 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday. 

“With our purse structure, we 
are also attracting more horse¬ 
men from Maryland, Pennsyl¬ 
vania and Delaware,” Hammond 
said. “And we are getting quality. 
We’ve had some outstanding 
horses shipping in here. And I

would say we average 35 horses a 
card shipping here from other 
places.” 

Hammond says he tries to 
give the horsemen variety when 
it comes to writing races. 

“The public still loves the 
four and a half-furlong race; it’s a 
tradition here, almost like the 
$2,500 claimer,” Hammond said. 
“When you think of Charles 
Town, you think of the four and 
a half-furlong races and the 
$2,500 claimers. I make sure 
those races are in the condition 
book, but I also write races for 
the distance horses. Here, we’re 
restricted to six and a half fur¬ 
longs, seven furlongs and a mile- 
and-a-sixteenth when you talk 
about distance races.” 

Hammond says Charles 
Town must certainly be among 
the national leaders in number of 
horses per race. 

“In October, we had 179 live 
races and had an average of 9.02 
starters,” Hammond said. “Don’t 
forget, we can only utilize a ten- 
horse starting gate. That’s a 
tremendous statistic.” 


There are approximately 
1,200 horses on the grounds. 

“We’re busting at the seams,” 
Hammond said. “1 can remem¬ 
ber a time when we had all the 
stall space an owner would want. 
That’s not the case now.” 

Charles Town’s inaugural 
Owners Day, October 15, saluted 
horsemen who have run horses 
here in 2000. The card included 
four $40,000 stakes races. 

Dick Watson, president of 
the Charles Town division of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, said 
“since the race track started in 
1933, the future never looked 
brighter for Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing in Charles Town.” 

Charles Town concludes the 
2000 live racing schedule with 
just one change. Live racing con¬ 
tinues on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday evenings and Sunday 
afternoon in November and 
December. 

However, there will be no live 
racing on Sunday, December 24. 
There will be live racing on New 
Year’s Eve, December 31. *

“The race was developed as a 
means of thanking and reward¬ 
ing farms and individuals who 
donate to the auction, which 
serves as the association’s pri¬ 
mary fundraiser,” explained the 
VTA’s Heather Stanley. 

The Cavalier Cup provides 
stallion season donors with an 
opportunity to earn black type 
for their stallion’s progeny, along 
with special donor awards. 

Awards are presented to the 
donors of the seasons to the 
stallions whose progeny place 
first through fourth. This year, a 
total of $10,000 in donor awards 
was distributed among: Jonabell 
Farm (donor of a season to 
Virginia Rapids); Country Life 
Farm, for Carnivalay, sire of sec¬ 
ond-place finisher Carnivorous 
Habit; Sunny Dell Farm, for 
Mokhieba, sire of third-placed 
Oxford Tea Party; and Albe¬ 


marle Stud, for Secret Hello, sire 
of fourth-placed Air Miss. 

The Virginia Breeders 
Fund offered special awards of 
$5,000 each to the breeder and 
owner who most successfully 
campaigned Virginia-breds, 
based on a points system, at the 
2000 Colonial Downs meet. 

Joe Allbritton’s Lazy Lane 
Stables received the breeder 
award, thanks to stakes winners 
Band Performance (Punch Dne 
S) and Efficient Frontier (Oak 
Leaf S), among others. Leading 
owner Marshall Dowell, of 
Doswell, Va., was most notably 
represented by stakes-placed 
Oak Level (2nd DG. Van Clief 
S) and the winning filly Temper. 

The Virginia Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA) was credit¬ 
ed with a number of initiatives 
to improve the quality of life for 
backstretch workers during 
the recent Colonial Downs 
meeting. 

The HBPA purchased fur¬ 
nishings for dormitories, pro¬ 
vided transportation for back- 
stretch employees to the nearby 
town, and distributed $20 cash 
awards for the best turned-out 
horses in each race. 

Backstretch issues are of 
particular interest to HBPA 
board member Peter Burnett, 
who took the lead in these proj¬ 
ects. “I think it is important that 
benevolence funds be used to 
improve living conditions 
among the backstretch commu¬ 
nity,” Burnett told the Virginia 
Horsemenl Journal. 

With eight more days than in 
1999, Colonial Downs’s 32-day 
fall 2000 meeting recorded a 28 
percent increase in total han¬ 


dle, to $4,382,997, for its 2000 
meeting. However, the average 
daily on-track handle of 
$136,969 represented a 4 per¬ 
cent decrease. On an encourag¬ 
ing note, per capita wagering 
increased (from $87 to $113). 

Trainer A. Ferris Allen III, 
who is based year-round in 
Maryland but grew up in the 
immediate vicinity of the 
Virginia track, kept his perfect 
record intact. Allen has been the 
leading trainer at Colonial 
Downs in each of its four sea¬ 
sons of operation. This year 
Allen’s horses registered 17 wins, 
seven seconds and 15 thirds 
from 73 starts. 

Mario Pino took top honors 
among jockeys for the second 
consecutive season, with a total 
of 56 wins, 33 seconds and 33 
thirds in 195 starts. ^ 


W hitewaterspritzer—aptly 
enough, a son of Virginia 
Rapids—starred in the 
ninth running of the $30,000 
Cavalier Cup, the feature race 
on the closing day of the meet¬ 
ing, October 17. 

The seven-furlong Cavalier 
Cup is for runners (3 and up) 
whose sires had seasons donated 
and sold through the annual 
VTA Stallion Season Auction.

POWER BY 
FAR TO 
STUD AT 
CASTLE 
ROCK 


T wo-time Pennsylvania-bred 
champion Power by Far has 
been retired to stud for the 
2001 season at the place of his 
birth, Castle Rock Farm in 
Unionville, Pa.. He is offered at 
$3,500, or $3,000 for mares foal¬ 
ing in Pennsylvania. 

Raced by his breeder Barbara 
Geraghty, who co-owns Castle 
Rock Farm with her brother 
Peter Giangiulio, Power by Far 
amassed $544,335 over four sea¬ 
sons. Described by Giangiulio as 
“a great looking horse—he 
reminds one of a smaller ver¬ 
sion of Secretariat,” Power by 
Far captured ten stakes and 
placed in five others, all sprints, 
while campaigning throughout 
the East. 

Power by Far was never off 
the board in 11 outings in 1998, 
the year he was named co-cham¬ 
pion Pennsylvania-bred 3-year- 
old colt. His seven victories that 
season included three stakes at 
Philadelphia Park, topped by the 
Pennsylvania Sprint Champion¬ 
ship, plus the Montpelier Stakes 
at Colonial Downs and Mead- 
owlands’s Bergen County 
Stakes. 

In 1999, the big-bodied 
chestnut survived two near-dis¬ 
asters on his way to winning or 
placing in six stakes, earning the 
title of champion Pennsylvania- 
bred older horse. 

Power by Far was in the field 
that dodged the track intruder in 
Pimlico’s infamous Maryland 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3 
then, four months later, he fell 



during the running of Delaware 
Park’s Wilmington Handicap 
when a horse broke down in 
front of him. (Amazingly, these 
bizarre incidents were not the 
first for Power by Far. In his 
career debut at 2, while leading 
the field down the backstretch at 
Philadelphia Park, he was hit by a 
goose, which the Daily Racing 
Form chart comment duly noted 
while adding, “unfazed, he con¬ 
tinued to set the pace,” and 
gamely finished second.) 

Less than four weeks after 
falling at Delaware Park, Power 
by Far came back to win the 
Mario Beneito Memorial Handi¬ 
cap at Penn National, then 
added Meadowlands’s Eillo 
Stakes before taking Laurel 
Park’s Bowie Stakes in 
December. Counted among his 


stakes placings last season was a 
third to Loaded Gun and Eclipse 
Award-winning sprinter Artax in 
the PhiladelpHa Park Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap-G3. 

Power by Far was undefeated 
in his first two starts this year, 
capturing the Hoover and End¬ 
less Surprise Stakes at Laurel. 

“It was time to retire him,” 
says Giangiulio of the 5-year- 
old, who concludes his career 
with 24 wins or placings from 32 
starts. 

Power by Far is by Castle 
Rock stallion Power of Mind out 
of the winning T. V. Commercial 
mare Farrah Foxet, a daughter of 
Foxy J. G. (by Mister Pitt). Foxy 
J. G. was a Giangiulio family 
homebred who won or placed in 
five stakes during her career and 
earned $151,622.

F ittingly, County Dance—the 
first winner for freshman 
sire Wayne County (Ire)—^is 
owned and bred by Alien and 
Audrey Murray, who stand the 
10-year-old stallion at their Mur¬ 
mur Farm in Darlington, Md. 

The 2-year-old filly’s victory 
on November 1 at Laurel Park 
was quite easy, as County Dance 
drew off to win the six-furlong 
race on the dirt by six and a quar¬ 
ter lengths over a field of 12. 
Trained by Linda Albert, County 
Dance is out of the Green 
Dancer mare Dance Renee, a 
stakes winner in Ireland. 


Wayne County was graded 
stakes-placed in England, where 
he finished second in the John 
Porter Stakes-G3 and was third 
in the September Stakes and 
Select Stakes, both Group 3 
events. He won four races and 
earned $64,577. 

Royally bred, Wayne County 
is by world-renowned sire 
Sadler’s Wells out of Prix de 
I’Arc de Triomphe-Gl winner 
and French horse of the year 
Detroit (Fr). A daughter of 
Riverman, Detroit has had as 
illustrious a career at stud as she 
did racing over the turf courses 


of Europe, producing five stakes 
horses, including Wayne 
County’s full brother Carnegie 
(Ire), also an Arc-Gl winner and 
champion at 3 in France. 

Detroit’s half-sister Durtal 
(Ire) adds more luster to the 
pedigree, having been a champi¬ 
on in England and produced a 
Group 1 winner in Gildoran. 

Wayne County has 29 named 
foals in his first crop. Six of his 
eight other starters have placed. 
His stud fee is $5,000 live foal.

LOST CODE 
TO VIRGINIA 



M ajor sire Lost Code has 
been moved to Virginia 
for 2001. Managed by 
The Stallion Company, LLC, the 
multimillion-dollar-earner will 
stand at Legacy Farm in 
Bluemont for $7,500. 

Lost Code earned $2,085,396 
over three seasons and won 15 
of 27 starts. He had a remark¬ 
ably successful Derby quest at 3, 
winning the Grade 2 Ohio, 
Grade 3 St. Paul, Grade 3 
Illinois and inaugural Alabama 
Derbies. He also placed second 
in the Pennsylvania Derby-G2. 

Although Lost Code did not 
compete in the Triple Crown 
races, he faced the classic win¬ 
ners—Alysheba and Bet Twice 
—in the Haskell Invitational 
Handicap-Gl. The three 
crossed the line together, with 
Bet Twice a neck in front of 
Alysheba, and Lost Code a neck 
back in third. 

During his 3 and 4-year-old 
seasons. Lost Code also cap¬ 
tured the Arlington Classic-Gl, 
Oaklawn Handicap-Gl and six 
additional stakes (four graded). 
His five stakes-placings included 
seconds in the Pegasus Handi- 
cap-Gl and Pimlico Special and 
a third in the Philip H. Iselin 
Handicap-Gl. 

Lost Code has sired 43 stakes 
winners from nine crops of rac¬ 
ing age. His daughter Magic 


Code was named champion 
older mare in Canada in 1999 
and has 21 stakes wins and plac- 
ings from 29 starts for earnings 
of $553,243. Morris Code, who 
won or placed in 17 stakes, is her 
sire’s leading earner, with 
$745,167, in the US. (Eishin 
Olympia won $1,151,878 in 
Japan.) Lost Code also is the sire 
of graded winners Tricky Code 
($603,981, Santa Ynez Breeders’ 
Cup S-G3, etc.), Jacody 
($367,715, Monmouth Oaks- 
G2, etc.). Renewed ($235,905, 
Lawrence Realization H-G3, 
etc.).

With progeny earnings 
approaching $23.5 million.

G raded stakes winner Patton 
has been relocated to Reigle 
Heir Farms in GranutiUe, 
Pa., for 2001. The 9-year-old stal¬ 
lion, the property of Brereton C. 
Jones, previously stood at his 
owner’s Airdrie Stud in 
Kentucky. Patton’s oldest foals 
are 2-year-olds of 2000. 

Patton won six of 18 lifetime 
starts by an average margin of 
nearly six lengths and earned 
$237,462. In his final season of 
competition at 5, he captured the 
seven-furlong Gulfstream Park 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint Champion- 
ship-G3 in 1:21%, defeating 
Forty Won, Our Emblem and 
Punch IJne. 

Patton won Meadowlands’s 
William Thompson Stakes at 3 
by five and a half lengths, getting 


the mile over a sloppy track in 
1:35%, three-fifths of a second 
off the track record, and was sec¬ 
ond that season in the Grade 2 
Hutcheson Stakes by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length to horse of the 
year Holy Bull. 

Patton broke his maiden in 
his first start at 2 by six lengths in 
a time of l:04y5 over a sloppy 
track, one-fifth of a second off 
Calder Race Course’s five and a 
half-furlong track record. He was 
stretched out in distance during 
his 3-year-old season and won a 
mile and a sixteenth Gulfstream 
Park allowance by eight and a 
half lengths. 

Patton’s additional stakes 
placings were thirds in the Olym¬

Handicaps, both at Gulfstream

MOVES TO 
REIGLE 
HEIR 
FARMS 



D e Niro, a graded stakes- 
winning son of champion 
Gulch out of champion 
Waya (Fr), has joined the stallion 
roster at Tom Reigle’s Reigle 
Heir Farms in Grantville, Pa. 
The 8-year-old stallion formerly 
stood at Vinery in Kentucky. 

De Niro burst on the scene 
as a 2-year-old, winning his first 
start, a five-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial at Belmont Park in May, by 
nine lengths. He followed that 
effort with a three and three- 
quarter length score in the 
Grade 3 Tremont Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes, also at Belmont, defeat¬ 
ing among others Jump the 
Shadow, Mane Ingredient and 
Frio River. 

In what would be his final 
start of the season, De Niro fin¬ 
ished third in Saratoga’s Sanford 
Stakes-G3. Bred in Pennsylvania 
by Peter Brant and George 
Strawbridge Jr., De Niro was 
named state-bred champion 2- 
year-old colt of 1994. 

It was discovered after the 
Sanford that De Niro had suf¬ 
fered a chip fracture, which kept 
him away from the races for 
nearly a year. De Niro returned 
but never regained his juvenile 
form, retiring with two wins and 


three placings from 12 starts, for 
earnings of $110,843. 

De Niro has sired five stakes 
horses in his first crop, 3-year- 
olds of 2000, including Kwik as 
a Wink ($84,900, Revidere S, etc.) 
and Brilliant Deniro ($77,400, 
Morven S). He has 22 winners 
from 41 starters in his first two 
crops, and progeny earnings of 
$876,492. 

De Niro is one of five stakes 
horses out of Waya (by Faraway 
Son), the nation’s champion 
handicap mare of 1979. Waya 
won 11 stakes while racing in 
France and the U.S., on both the 
dirt and turf, and earned 
$823,066. She accounted for four 
Grade 1 races—the Beldame 


Stakes and Top Flight Handicap 
on the dirt, and the Santa 
Barbara Handicap and Man o’ 
War Stakes (against males) on 
the turf 

Waya produced Italian group 
winner Vidalia, stakes winner 
Sofitina, graded-placed Gina 
Romantica and De Niro’s stakes- 
placed full brother Rage. She is 
also the granddam of champion 
Secrage; 2000 Carolina Cup- 
NSAl winner Invest West; and 
current 2-year-old Crystal Castle, 
winner of the Prix de Cabourg- 
G3 in France. 

The property of partnership, 
De Niro will stand for $2,000, or 
$1,500 for mares foaling in 
Pennsylvania.

G raded stakes winner Crowd 
Pleaser, who captured the 
Sycamore Stakes at Keene- 
land on October 22, arrived at 
North view Stallion Station in 
mid-November to take up stud 
duty in 2001.

George Strawbridge as “about 
the best looking horse I’ve ever 
owned,” Crowd Pleaser is an 
impressive, big-bodied, nearly 
black horse from the first crop 
of A.R Indy, one of the most 
sought-after stallions in the 
world today.

MR. MIESQUE CARRIES 
ON CLASSY LEGACY 


I f hard-hitting, speedy race 
mares have an edge in the 
breeding shed—as often seems 
true—then Klassy Briefcase was 
bound to come up with a sensa¬ 
tional runner somewhere along 
the line. 

Bred in New Jersey by her 
owner Harry Minassian, Wassy 
Briefcase (a modesdy pedigreed 
daughter of Medieval Man— 
Leather Gallery, by The Pruner) 
wcm 18 races—eight stakes—and 
set a world record for five fur¬ 
longs on the turf at Monmouth 
in 1991. 

One of the top Mid-Adantic- 
bred 2-year-olds of 2000 is Klassy 
Briefcase’s son Mr. Miesque (by 
the regally bred stallion Miesque’s 
Son, a full brother to King- 
mambo, by Mr. Prospector out 
of champion Miesque). 


Mr. Miesque has won three 
of six starts, including the Frank 
Arsenault Memorial Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes, a mile turf event on 
October 14 at Hawthorne Park. 
The Maryland-bred rallied from 
off the pace and scored by a 
length and a half as a lukewarm 
favorite in a field of nine. 

Mr. Miesque was bred by Mr. 
and Mrs. James M. Moran Jr.’s 
Elk Manor Farm of North East, 
Md., and sold for $60,000 at the 
Keeneland April 2-year-olds in 
training sale, with co-owner 
William A. Martin signing the 
sales slip. He campaigns in the 
name of Martin Racing Stable 
and Betty Massey. 

Elk Manor purchased Klassy 
Briefcase, with Mr. Miesque in 
utero, for $120,000 at the 1997 
Keeneland November sale.

R emember Crowd Pleaser? A 
handsome son of A.P. Indy, 
described by his owner/ 
breeder George Strawbridge as 
the kind of horse who might be 
imagined carrying a knight in 
shining armor into battle. Crowd 
Pleaser captured the inaugural 
running of Colonial Downs’s 
Virginia Derby two years ago. 

Keeneland’s $75,000 Syca¬ 
more Stakes on October 22 
showcased another winning per¬ 
formance by the now-5-year-oId 
Pennsylvania-bred. And, in a 


curious twist of racing fate, the 
1999 Virginia Derby winner— 
Phi Beta Doc—^was also among 
the seven starters in the Syca¬ 
more (he finished last). 

Crowd Pleaser, never far off 
the pace, held off a determined 
rally by runner-up Dixie’s Crown 
to score by the bob of a nose in 
the mile and five-eighths turf 
contest. The second-favorite at 
odds of 2.4-1, he pleased many 
in the crowd of Keeneland bet¬ 
tors while recording his fifth 
career stakes win. His connec¬ 


tions—Strawbridge and trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard—have to be 
pleased with Crowd Pleaser’s 
career earnings, which have 
reached a hefty $605,150 from 
24 career starts.

The final time of 1:58.42 set 
a new Laurel Park course record 
for the mile and a quarter on 
turf (The previous record was 
1:58.67.) 

Dynamic Trick (by Dyna- 
former) races for his breeders 
Nick and Elaine Bassford of 
Davidsonville, Md., and is the 
first stakes winner for his dam 
Pretty Tricky (by Clever Trick), a 
longtime member of the Bass- 
fords’ broodmare band. 

Pretty Tricky carried the 
Bassfords’ colors to victory in 
three stakes as a 4-year-old in 
1987, after being claimed by 
them that season for $40,000. 

Dynamic Trick, who has now 
won eight of 39 starts and 
earned $228,120, will continue 
to race for the Bassfords and 
trainer King Ixatherbury. 

Ironically, however. Dynamic 
Trick’s Bald Eagle victory 
occurred just as the Bassfords 
were making final plans to dis¬ 
perse their entire collection of 
breeding stock at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale. Pretty Tricky, in foal 
to You and 1, was among the 11 
Bassford broodmares to be sold 
as part of the W.S. Reighder 
agency consignment.

V irginia-bred Hill Prince was 
named “American champi¬ 
on” (i.e. horse of the year) 
under a new selection process 
adopted by the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations (TRA). 

A forerunner to the current 
Eclipse Awards, the TRA poll 
called upon a selection board 
comprised of “major racing sec¬ 
retaries and track handicappers” 
to name champions in seven 
divisions of the sport. 

Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s home¬ 
bred Next Move topped the 3- 
year-old filly division, with her 
only serious competition coming 
from her stablemate Bed o’ 
Roses. Maryland could almost 
take credit for Next Move, but 
not quite. Although raised at her 
breeder’s Sagamore Farm in 
Glyndon, Md., she was foaled in 
California. 

■ Laurel Race Course came 
under new ownership soon after 
the close of its fall meeting, Mor¬ 
ris Schapiro having purchased 
majority interest in the track 
from the Maryland Jockey Club, 


A fter 15 months and three 
missed deadlines. Green¬ 
wood Racing, Inc., com¬ 
pleted the purchase of Phila¬ 
delphia Park race track from 
International Thoroughbred 
Breeders, Inc. 

The price was a reported $67 
million, subject to adjustment. 

It was noted that the sales 
agreement—which did not 
include any restriction on the 
number of racing dates the new 
owner might request for 
1991—could place Philadelphia 
Park in direct competition with 
nearby Garden State, which 
remained under the ownership 
of ITB. 

I Sewickley became the third 
New Jersey-bred in history ever 
to earn over $1 million with his 
third-place finish (behind Quiet 


“Immediately, the reorgani¬ 
zation of the association was 
made known,” wrote Don Reed 
in his column, “The Racing 
Scene.”

H Fly Till Dawn captured the 
39th running of the Grade 1 
Washington, DC., Internation¬ 
al, giving his California-based 
owner/breeder Josephine Gleis 
her biggest achievement in rac¬ 
ing. 

■ “It was the most exciting 
thing that’s happened to us in 
almost 20 years of racing,” 
commented Gertrude Leviton 
after she and her husband 
Leonard (Skip) leviton watched 
two of their 2-year-olds—Gala 
Spinaway and Gala Goldilocks 
—^win unrestricted stakes at 
Laurel within a ten-day span. 


T he cover story profiled 
Maryland trainer Richard Wi 
(Dickie) Dutrow, who stood 
on the brink of a new national 
record for the most winners in a 
single year. (Dutrow’s final tally 
of 352 would easily surpass the 
previous mark of 329 set the 
previous season by Jack Van 
Berg.) 

Dutrow had in his arsenal a 
total of 89 horses, 46 at Laurel 
and 43 at Bowie, and was 
described by the writer, Snowden 
Carter, as “cooperative, soft- 
spoken, competitive, proud and 
single-mindedly intent on break¬ 
ing the national record.” 

Carter toured the Bowie oper¬ 
ation, finding it a model of effi¬ 
ciency: “Beside [Dutrow] were 
his two chief lieutenants of the 
Bowie division—21-year-old 
Scott Regan (assistant trainer) 
and 17-year-old Tony Dutrow 
(foreman).”

New Jersey Futurity showcases 
two memorable performances 

by Jack DuArte

Lyle Lovesit proved overwhelming in the second division of the 
New Jersey Futurity, romping home by 15V4 lengths in the race run 
November 10 at the Meadowlands. The emerging Nj-bred star is 
bred and owned by Jane Gilbert and trained by Cynthia Reese. 


A pair of talented runners captured 
divisions of the 43rd New Jersey 
Futurity on Friday, November 10 
at the Meadowlands. The Futurity 
was split into two divisions when the 
number of entries reached 19 on the 
Wednesday before the races. Each race 
division was valued at $65,522. A total of 
135 horses were made eligible for the race 
through continuing eligibility payments 
that were begun before birth. 

The second division of the Futurity 
proved to be a mismatch as Jane Gilbert’s 
handsome gelding Lyle Lovesit devastated 
seven rivals by a whopping 15V4 lengths in a 
six-furlong time of LIO'^, three-fifths of a 
second faster than the leadoff event. 

A homebred son of Norquestor— 

Winston’s Whimsy by Sensitive Prince, Lyle 
Lovesit flew out of the gate and was 
comfortably in front of his main rival 
Vienna Sky by the quarter pole. The two remained 
about one length apart until they reached the 
stretch, at which point Lyle Lovesit spurted to a six- 
length lead. Through the final furlong the lead 
widened until the resounding margin of 1514 lengths 
was mercifully reached. Vienna Sky was easily second 
best. 

It was the largest winning margin in the history 
of the New Jersey Futurity, and it was registered over 
a track rated “muddy” from two days of rain. 

“We all felt he was something special from the 
time he was foaled,” said owner/breeder Jane Gilbert. 
“He wasn’t the most correct colt you ever saw, but he 
made up for it in temperament and intelligence. 


Above all, he was really calm and definitely mentally 
precocious.” 

Trainer Cynthia Reese chose a specific course to 
prepare Lyle Lovesit for the Futurity. She entered 
him in a five-furlong maiden special weight on June 
29 at Monmouth Park, in which he finished a length 
behind High Ideal, who subsequently finished 
second in the Tyro Stakes. Reese waited until 
September 30 for Lyle Lovesit’s next outing, a six- 
furlong event he dominated by an easy eight and 
one-quarter lengths. 

“After that race, we knew we had a nice horse,” 
added Gilbert. “And the timing for the Futurity was 
absolutely perfect. Cynthia did a marvelous job of 
getting him perfectly fit and ready.”

Jane and her husband Charlie own October Farm 
in Titusville and keep three mares and their offspring 
at the farm. 

Lyle Lovesit has a weanling half-sister by Wayne 
County (Ire) at the Gilberts’ farm. All the other foals 
out of Winston’s Whimsy are winners. “We have 
been breeding for 15 years and Lyle was our first 
Futurity horse. Now that he has done so well, we can 
start hoping for the future,” said Gilbert. 

Based upon the ease he displayed in winning the 
2000 New Jersey Futurity, look for Lyle Lovesit to 
visit the winner’s circle on a regular basis. 

# 

On paper, the first division figured to be the 
more competitive, and the race fully lived up to its 
billing. Two Sisters Stable’s attractive gray colt River 
Power, under an artful ride by apprentice jockey 
Rachel LaVoy, outlasted Tyro Stakes victor Waltz 
King and Timber Creek Farm’s multiple winner My 
New Love for a hard-fought victory. 

The race was a thrilling display of tactics with a 
little bit of racing luck thrown in. River Power broke 


well and remained near the leaders 
about two lengths behind the 
frontrunner My New Love. Waltz King 
was farther back but reached contention 
near the head of the stretch. From the 
eighth pole on, the three frontrunners 
battled each other with Waltz King on 
the inside. River Power between horses 
and a very game My New Love refusing 
to spit the bit. 

A head and a neck separated the first 
three finishers with the outcome in 
doubt until the final few strides. 

River Power prevailed, but the place 
and show finishers were not disgraced in 
what oldtimers called one of the most competitive 
New Jersey Futurities in recent memory. 

The win was only the second for the son of 
Alaskan Frost—Aleutian Gold by Prospectors 
Gamble who was bred by 80-year-old New Jersey 
resident Aaron Gilman. River Power broke his 
maiden on August 30 at Monmouth Park, then 
made his next three starts on the turf 

“All I can say about River Power is that he was an 
extremely correct colt who did everything our trainer 
Joe Pierce Jr. asked of him,” offered Gilman. “He was 
our first Futurity runner after all these years and it 
was an incredibly exciting race to watch.” 

River Power’s sire Alaskan Frost currently stands 
in Illinois, but Gilman said he is considering 
bringing the 12-year-old stallion to New Jersey 
sometime in the future. 

“We are basically New Jersey people and are 
willing to support New Jersey breeding,” he added. 
“The stallion is booked well in 2001 in Illinois, but I 
am willing to look at New Jersey for the future.”

Philadelphia Park’s Bob Green 
and Hal Handel, two of Thoroughbred 
racing’s more forward thinkers, have in- 
curred the editorial wrath of The Blood- 
Horse's Ray Paulick, who referred to 
them as “the Philadelphia Park opera^ 
tors whose unyielding mission has been 
to turn the NTRA into a pile of rubble.” 

Rubble, schmubble! Green and Han¬ 
del head the most successful telephone 
account wagering system in the world, 
their Television Racing Network is pio¬ 
neering the effort to take live racing to 
an international audience, and their 
commitment to live racing at Philadel¬ 
phia Park is obvious to anyone who has 
enjoyed the elegant ambience of the 
once-drab facility there. Come on, Mr. 
Paulick, get out and look around at 
what’s happening in the real world.

In the early ’90s, Bob Seeger made a 
full-time commitment to training 
horses, and it was only a short time be¬ 
fore he was Philadelphia Park’s leading 
trainer. Seeger’s enthusiasm for the game 
extended concurrently to the breeding 
end of the business, and it wasn’t long 
before he and his wife Robin began de¬ 
veloping their Sweetbriar Farm in Per- 
kasie. Today, they are among the state’s 
most enthusiastic breeders. 

In 1989, Bob bought Manhattan 
Gold, a bargain-basement mare, from a 
friend because “even though she didn’t 
look like much, her first foal was an out¬ 
standing-looking colt.” Her second foal 
for the Seegers was Tri for the Gold, 
whom Bob trained to win ten races, sev¬ 
en stakes, and $282,760, including the 
1992 Pennsylvania Futurity. Two subse-

A long-active PHBA board member, 
Cowles is also the only one living in a 
retirement home—the Highlands, in 
Wyomissing — where she maintains a 
separate cottage and her own (self-dri¬ 
ven) automobile. 

Cowles’s unrelenting passion for 
breeding and owning horses appears to 
be fueled partly by a sense of unfinished 
business. 

“I haven’t hit the big one yet,” she 
says. “But I’ll keep trying as long as I can 
walk.” 

Few things in the horse world are 
more wonderful to imagine than a Ken¬ 
tucky Derby with Vera Cowles’s name 
on it several years down the road, a la 
Frances Center. 

Cowles’s involvement with horses 
dates back to the late 1950s, when her 
daughter came home from summer 
camp with a glowing infatuation. “She 
won the camp’s riding championship, 
probably because she was the only one 
who didn’t fall off,” says Cowles. “And 
nothing would do but that she have a 
horse.” 

It didn’t take much urging for 
Cowles to go along with the idea. “I’d 
always loved horses,” she says. Soon she 
and her daughter Mimi owned several 



crossbred horses, and Mimi was a regu¬ 
lar competitor on the local show circuit. 

Vera, though not herself a serious 
rider, was launched into a long career 
showing yearlings in the Thoroughbred 
classes at the Devon Horse Show. 

Like many people whose children 
supply the initial push toward horses, 
Cowles gravitated toward TTioroughbreds 
on her own. It was in 1967, as she re¬ 
calls, when she and her family were liv¬ 
ing on an 86-acre farm near Pottstown.

quent foals out of Manhattan Gold 
have been stakes'placed for Seeger, and 
her current Z^year^old Golden Lake 
won the 2000 Blue Mountain Futurity 
on November 10, making Manhattan 
Gold the first dual Futurity producer in 
the 25'year history of the race. 

The ever'increasing popularity of 
Pennsylvania'based stallions was never 
more evident than with the recent pub' 
lication by The Jockey Club of its Re' 
port of Mares Bred for 2000. 

For many years, no stallion in the 
state covered a book of any significance, 
but lately the trend has been reversed. 

Those stallions leading the PA list, 
and the number of mares covered are: 
Roanoke (71), Deposit Ticket (53), 
Corporate Report (38), Power of Mind 
(34), Flying Pidgeon (33), Activist 
(31), Peteski (31), Digamist (28), Pok 
Ta Pok (28) and Western Echo (25).

“1 wanted to breed one of my crosS' 
bred mares to a gray stallion, in the 
hope of getting a roan for the show ring, 
so I went to Maui Meadow Farm [the 
Lyman family’s establishment in West 
Chester].” 

The stallion—San Siro—filled the 
bill, the resulting offspring was a mare 
named Sansirly who was a local working 
hunter champion on the Main Line cit' 
cuit. Cowles and her late husband, MaL 
colm Meyer, gradually developed a fulL 
scale breeding and racing operation, 
with as many as 22 horses. 

Cowles’s life took an unexpected 
turn when Meyer, who was chairman of 
the board of Certain'teed Products, a 
manufacturer of roofing materials, died 
in 1978. 

“Because of the trauma I had to find 
something to do, so I took out my train' 
er’s license and trained my own horses 
for three years,” she recalls. 


It was around that time that Cowles 
bred her only two stakes winners, both 
of whom were sold as yearlings. The 
more recent of the two. Naval Cutter, a 
1982 colt by Double Edge Sword, was 
nearly as durable as his breeder, cam' 
paigning for seven years and registering 
38 wins and placings among his 98 
starts. He won the 1985 Pennsylvania 
Sprint Championship, placed in five 
other stakes and earned $193,634. 

But Johns High, a 1977 son of Tequi' 
llo, provided a big thrill with his single 
stakes win (he finished third in the same 
race the previous year) coming in the 
General Charles B. Lyman Handicap. 

Cowles also has to her credit eight 
stakes'placed runners. Her best mare 
was Southern Square, a 1970 filly by 
Quadrangle out of Kona, by On'and' 
On. 

Southern Square, though a winner, 
did not earn much but was the dam of 
11 foals, 11 starters, ten winners and 
five stakes horses with progeny earnings 
of $485,000. The best of her offspring

was Hai Plateau, by Ga Hai, who placed 
in four stakes and earned $181,658. Hai 
Plateau was runner'Up in 1989 for Penn 
National horse of the year. 

Cowles and her second husband, 
Charles D. Cowles, a retired executive 
of Belk’s department stores, were mar' 
ried in 1983 and were living on a 45' 
acre farm in Fleetwood at the time of his 
death in 1995. Since selling her farm in 
1997, Vera has boarded her broodmares 
and young stock at Tom Reigle’s Reigle 
Heir Farm in Grantville. Her trainer is 
Penn NationaLbased Todd Beattie, 
who currently has a contingent of six 
Cowles horses, four of them 2'year'olds. 

“All of my horses are Pennsylvania' 
breds, and all are homebreds,” says 
Cowles. “The Pennsylvania Breeding 
Program really does make a difference; 
those bonuses make for a nice purse.” 

Cowles almost always goes to the 
races when one of her horses is running. 

“But if it’s impossible, I go to the 
Reading OTB and see the race there,” 
she says. Let other residents of her re' 
tirement community try to match that. 





























Power by Far: super-horse 
comes home to stud at Castle Rock 


Like a hard-working parent whose 
son graduated first in his class in college 
and is coming back home to help run 
the family business, Castle Rock Farm 
proprietor Peter Giangiulio is practical¬ 
ly levitating with pride as the 2001 
breeding season approaches. 

Phrases like “shining light” and 
“awesome performer” tumble out a mile 
a minute when Giangiulio starts talking 
about Power by Far, the fourth-genera¬ 
tion Castle Rock product and multiple 
stakes winner of $544,335 who is enter¬ 
ing stud there in 2001. 

Power by Far, co-champion PA-bred 
3-year-old colt of 1998, and champion 
PA-bred older horse last season, cam¬ 
paigned for four years, winning ten 
stakes and placing in five others. (See 
article in Stallion News, on page 81.) 

“It will be great to have him back 
home,” says Giangiulio of the grand¬ 
looking chestnut horse who is owned 
and bred by Giangiulio’s sister, Barbara 


Geraghty. Geraghty is co-owner of Cas¬ 
tle Rock, a 182-acre establishment situ¬ 
ated next to the Brandywine River in 
Unionville, and originated by their late 
father Joe Giangiulio in the late 1950s. 

Peter Giangiulio, an attorney, has 
served as a member of the PH BA board 
of directors almost continuously since 
the late 1970s (with time out for term 
limits), and has played a vital role in 
preserving, and enhancing, the health 
of Pennsylvania’s breeding industry, of 
which Castle Rock is an important part. 

Castle Rock stands four other stal¬ 
lions: Power by Far’s young (11-year- 
old) sire Power of Mind, a Mr. Prospec¬ 
tor son who sired Power by Far in his 
very first crop, as well as Alyten (by 
Alydar), Bombardier (by Deputy Minis¬ 
ter) and Harry the Hat (by Seattle 
Slew). 

So it’s fair to say that 2001 will be a 
banner breeding season for the family 
operation.

Go for Wand: the legend lives on 
in new book by Bill Heller

Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Deputy Minister—Obeah, by Cyane, was inducted into the Racing Hall of Fame in 1996, her first year of eligibility. 


“It wasn’t her tragic death that 
meant so much, it was her joy of rac¬ 
ing,” Go for Wand’s breeder/owner Jane 
duPont Lunger tells author Bill Heller. 

Heller’s book Go For Wand, the 
fourth in the Thoroughbred Legends se¬ 
ries being published by The Blood- 
Horse’s Eclipse Press, recaptures some of 
the unbeatable joy, and nearly unbear¬ 
able sadness, that accompanied the 
greatest Pennsylvania-bred filly—and 
arguably the greatest PA-bred race horse 
—of all time. 

The telling of Go for Wand’s story 
almost unavoidably begins with the 
ending. That is the chilly autumn after¬ 
noon in 1990 when she shattered her 
right ankle while battling Bayakoa 
(Arg) to the wire in the Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl. And Heller’s book neither 


flinches away from, nor oversentimen¬ 
talizes, that part. 

But the bulk of this small (143 page), 
easily read volume chronicles the happy 
times. Only twice defeated (each time 
finishing second) in her dozen earlier 
starts. Go for Wand won a phenomenal 
seven Grade 1 stakes, including the 
Breeders’ Cup juvenile Fillies, and was 
an Eclipse Award winner in each of her 
two seasons on the track. Her earnings 
totaled $1,373,338. 

The product of a Thoroughbred 
breeding program steeped in accom¬ 
plishment and tradition, the Christiana 
Stables of Mrs. Lunger and her late hus¬ 
band Harry Lunger, Go for Wand was 
foaled in Unionville, at the Walnut 
Green farm of the Lungers’ son-in-law, 
Richard Jones, and his brother Russell 
Jones. 


With Go for Wand as the focal point, 
Heller drifts off into accounts of the 
people who were central to her life: the 
Lungers; trainer Bill Badgett and his wife 
Rose, who was not only the filly’s exer¬ 
cise rider but also her best friend; and 
jockey Randy Romero, who rode Go for 
Wand in every single one of her races 
and suffered serious physical, as well as 
emotional, injuries the day she died. 

Go for Wand, a 1987 daughter of 
Deputy Minister and the stakes-win- 
ning, stakes-producing mare Obeah (by 
Cyane), got her name from an ancient 
Jamaican custom. When the Obeah 
Man or Obeah Woman (mythical crea¬ 
tures capable of casting spells) appears, 
natives are supposed to run back home 
and find a wand to ward off the spirits. 

Thankfully, the spirit of Go for 
Wand refuses to disappear.

Through mid-October, Rebellious 
Dreamer won three stakes races 
and finished second four times In 
nine starts this year, all at Charles 
Town. He defeated West Virginia- 
bred rivals in the spring and fall 
divisions of the Robert Hilton 
Memorial Stakes and bounced back 
after the Classic to win the $40,000 
Jefferson County Stakes. He earned 
more than $125,000 for the second 
consecutive year, using the same 
type of come-from-behind running 
style that produced two wins and 
ten on-the-board finishes last year. 

No matter, Casey is convinced 
the son of My Boy Adam stepped up 
his performance level. 

"He improved from last year," 
said Casey. "He matured and 
learned how to run. It used to be 
that if everything didn't go his way, 
he would get erratic and run off 
early in races. He did that in the 
Breeders Classic, but by and large, 
he cured that habit." 

Rebellious Dreamer was among 
eight champions honored at the 
Breeders Association annual awards 
banquet. The others: 

2-YEAR-OLD FILLY: Naomi Long's 
Sweet Music made an inauspicious 
debut in August, breaking slowly 
and finishing fourth in the Golden 
Gull Stakes. But in her second start. 
Sweet Music broke cleanly and 
sustained a strong rally to win the 
$75,000 Triple Crown Feed Breeders 
Classic. Raymond Benton trains the 
daughter of Melodisk. 

2-YEAR-OLD COLT: Consistency 
made Edward Keenan's Royal 
Scholar the champion in this division. 
Royal Scholar finished first or second 
seven times in ten starts and earned 
$61,405. He overcame trouble to win 
the Dr. Ernest Benner Stakes at six 
and a half furlongs and finished 
second to Parisian Lord in the 
Vincent Moscarelli Memorial 
Breeders Classic. Royal Scholar 
followed the Breeders Classic with 
an allowance victory at four and a 
half furlongs. Royal Scholar is by 
Truculent Scholar, out of Royal Barbi. 

His trainer, Elaine Hagy, also 
trained 1998 West Virginia-bred 2- 


year-old champion male Little 
Morning Dew. 

3-YEAR-OLD FILLIES: What does 
John McKee's Aye Jacoby have in 
common with Coin Collector, 

Noble's Honey, Rachel's Turn, A Fur 
Piece, Medieval Prospect and 
Hushaby Adam? 

Simple. She joined that elite group 
as a repeat Breeders Classics 
champion after winning as a 2-year- 
old. Aye Jacoby's determined front- 
end victory in the West Virginia 
Division of Tourism Breeders Classic 
secured her place in history and 
gave sire Aye's Turn a record 11th 
Breeders Classics win. 

3-YEAR-OLD COLTS & GELDINGS: 

Versatile. Durable. Game to the 
wire. Betty Stehr's Slew's Smile used 
all of those traits to win a photo finish 
against Hot Ziggity, Joeforever and 
others in the most competitive 
division. 

Slew's Smile won the Frank Gall 
Stakes and finished in the money in 
four other added-money races, 
including the Cnion Juice Breeders 
Classic. Slew's Smile won three races 
and $62,695 in 15 starts. He won 
twice at four and a half furlongs and 
defeated older rivals at seven 
furlongs. Hank Stehr trains the son of 
Native Slew.

Pedigree page explanations 


I ncluded in this section are pedigrees and 
pertinent data on 142 Thoroughbred 
stallions standing at stud in the Mid-At¬ 
lantic region. 

Statistics are accurate at least through 
October 25, 2000 (stud records through 
November 8). Statistics, as furnished by 
Bloodstock Research, Inc., Daily Racing 
Form and/or The Jockey Club, include re¬ 
sults from North America, England, Ire¬ 
land and France. Foreign statisdcs for 
countries other than England, Ireland and 
France are included when available. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred has 
adopted the following criteria for black- 
type qualification: 

1. Winners of all stakes appear in bold¬ 
face capitals. 

2. Horses finishing second or third in 
stakes appear in boldface upper and lower 
case letters. 

3. Horses finishing second, third or 
fourth in graded stakes, as defined by In¬ 
ternational Cataloguing Standards, appear 
in bold face upper and lower case letters. 

Abbreviations: ntr — new track record, 
ncr — new course record, nAr—new Amer¬ 
ican record, nCr — new Canadian record, 
nwr — new world record. An “e” substitut¬ 
ed for “n” means “equals.” 

In Stud Records, the name of the sire of 
the dam appears in parentheses following 
the name of the stakes horse. 


In Male Lines and Stud Records, progeny 
are arranged in order by champions. Grade 
1 winners then stakes winners by earnings. 

NOTICE: The eligibility status of stal¬ 
lions nominated to national or state breed¬ 
ers’ programs (Breeders’ Cup, Maryland 
Million, etc.) is dependent on the nomina¬ 
tors’ compliance with conditions, rules and 
regulations of those programs. Mid-At¬ 
lantic Thoroughbred cannot assume re¬ 
sponsibility for nominators’ compliance 
with these regulations. Mare owners are ad¬ 
vised to confirm eligibility with the stallion 
owners. 

DOSAGE 

Dosage is explained as follows by Dr. 
Steve Roman, preeminent authority on the 
dosage system, a mathematical method of 
measuring a horse’s inclination toward 
speed or stamina based on the chefs-de- 
race, or influential sires, in his pedigree. 

“ 'Chefs’ are assigned to one or two of 
five aptitudinal groups (Brilliant, Interme¬ 
diate, Classic, Solid and Professional) cov¬ 
ering the spectrum (from left to right) of 
speed to endurance. We assign a total po¬ 
tential value of 16 points to each genera¬ 
tion. Since there are, progressively, one, 
two, four and eight sires in the first four 
generations, ‘chefs’ which appear among 
these sires will contribute 16, 8, 4 and 2 
points each as we work back. The points 
for all ‘chefs’ present are then tallied in the 


appropriate aptitude columns. ‘Chefs’ 
which confer two aptitudinal characteris¬ 
tics have their points split between the two 
aptitudes. In the end, the total points in 
each column produce the Dosage Profile, a 
series of five numbers which reflect the 
relative proportions of each of the five ap¬ 
titudes in this order: Brilliant-Intermediate- 
Classic-Solid-Professional. 

“The ratio of points in the speed wing 
(Brilliant points + Intermediate points + 
Z\x the Classic points) to points in the sta¬ 
mina wing (Z\x the Classic points + Solid 
points + Professional points) is the Dosage 
Index. (Dividing the stamina points into 
the speed points.) This number is directly 
proportional to the speed in a pedigree and 
inversely proportional to the stamina. A DI 
of 1.00 indicates a perfect balance of the 
two. 

“Consider the five aptitude groups as 
points spaced equally along a linear scale 
where Brilliant is assigned a value of +2.00, 
Intermediate is +1.00, Classic is 0.00, Solid 
is -1.00 and Professional is -2.00, the DF 
allows for the calculation of the Center of 
Distribution, that point along the scale cor¬ 
responding to the total combined influence 
of all ‘chefs’ in the pedigree. Calculation of 
the CD is done by taking the sum of (twice 
the Brilliant points) + (Intermediate points) 
- (Solid points) - (twice the Professional 
points) and dividing that number by the to¬ 
tal points in the DP. An exact balance of 
speed and stamina yields a CD of 0.00.”
